THIS Table contains so much of the Calendar as is 
necessary for the determining of Easter; \o find which, 
look for the Golden Number of the year in the first column 
of the Table, against which stands the day of the Paschal 
Full Moon ; then look in the third column for the Sunday- 
Letter, next after the day of the Full Moon, and the Day 
of the Month standing against that Sunday-Letter it Easter- 
Day. If the Full Moon happens upon a Sunday, then 
(according to the first rule) the next Sunday after is 
Easter-Day. 

To find the Golden Number, or Prime, add 1 to the 
year of our Lord, and then divide by 19; the remainder, if 
any, is the Golden Number: but if nothing reinaineth, then 
19 is the Golden Number. 

To find the Dominical or Sunday-Letter, according to 
the Calendar, until the year 1899 inclusive, add to the 
year of our Lord its fourth part, omitting fractious: 
divide the sum by 7; and if there be no remainder, 
then A is the Sunday- Letter : But if any number 
remaineth, then the Letter standing airainst that 
number in the small annexed Table, is the Sunday- 
Letter. 
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Note, That in all Bissextile or Leap- Years, the Letter 
found, as above, will be the Sunday-Letter from the inter 
calated day exclusive, to the end of the year.

Upon these Feasts ; Christinas Day, the Epiphany, St. Matthias, Easter Day, 
Ascension Day, \Vh it-Sunday, St. John Baptist, St. James, St. Bartholomew, 
St. Matthew, St. Simon and St. Jude, St. Andrew, and upon Trinily 
Sunday, shall be sung or said at Morning Prayer, instead of the Apostles 
Creed, this Confession of our Christian Faith, commonly called, The Creed 
of St. Athanasius, by the Minister and People, standing. 



Qtiicunque vult. 

VY HOSOEVER will be saved : 
before all things it is necessary 
that he hold the Catholic Faith. 

Which Faith, except every 
one do keep whole and un- 
detiled : without doubt he shall 
perish everlastingly. 

And the Catholic Faith is 
this : That we worship one 
God in Trinity, and Trinity 
in Unity; 

Neither confounding the 
Persons : nor dividing the 
Substance. 

For there is one Person of 
the Father, another of the 
Son : and another of the Holy 
Ghost. 

But the Godhead of the 
Father, of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, is all one : the 
Glory equal, the Majesty co- 
eternal. 

Such as the Father is, such 
is the Son : and such is the 
Holy Ghost.

The Father incomprehen 
sible, the Son incomprehen 
sible : and the Holy Ghost 
i ncomprehensible . 
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The Father eternal, the Son 
eternal : and the Holy Ghost 
eternal ; 

And yet they are not three 
eternals : but one eternal. 

As also there are not three 
incomprehensibles, nor three 
uncreated : but one uncreated, 
and one incomprehensible. 

So likewise the Father is 
Almighty, the Son Almighty : 
and the Holy Ghost Almighty ; 

And yet they are not three 
Almighties : but one Almighty. 

So the Father is God, the 
Son is God : and the Holy 
Ghost is God ; 

And yet they are not three 
Gods : but one God. 

So likewise the Father is 
Lord, the Son Lord : and the 
Holy Ghost Lord; 

And yet not three Lords : 
but one Lord. 

For like as we are compelled 
by the Christian verity : to 
acknowledge every Person by 
himself to be God and Lord ; 

So are we forbidden by the 
Catholic Religion : to say, 
There be three Gods, or three 
Lords. 

The Father is made of none : 
neither created, nor begotten. 
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The Son is of the Father 
alone : not made, nor created, 
but begotten. 

The Holy Ghost is of the 
Father, and of the Son : nei 
ther made, nor created, nor 
begotten, but proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not 
three Fathers ; one Son, not 
three Sons : one Holy Ghost, 
not three Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity none is 
afore, or after other : none is 
greater, or less than another; 

But the whole three Persons 
are co-eternal together : and 
eo-equal. 

So that in all things, as is 
aforesaid : the Unity in Trinity, 
and the Trinity in Unity, is 
to be worshipped. 

He therefore that will be 
saved : must thus think of the 
Trinity. 

Furthermore, it is necessary 
to everlasting salvation : that 
he also believe rightly the 
Incarnation of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

For the right Faith is, that

Who although he be God 
and Man : yet he is not two, 
but one Christ ; 

One; not by conversion of 
the Godhead into flesh : but 
by taking of the Manhood into 
God;

when ye read, ye may under 
stand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ,,) which in 
other ages was not made known 
unto the sons of men, as it is 
now revealed unto his holy apo 
stles and prophets by the Spirit; 
That the Gentiles should he 
fellow-heirs, and of the same 
body, and partakers of his pro 
mise in Christ by the Gospel; 
whereof I was made a minister, 
according to the gift of the 
grace of God given unto me 
by the effectual working of his 
power. Unto me, who am 
less than the least of all saints, 
is this &i%ce given, that I should 
preach among the Gentiles the 
unsearchable riches of Christ; 
and to make all men see, what 
is the fellowship of the mystery, 
which from the beginning of 
the world hath been hid in 
God, who created all things 
bv Jesus Christ : to the intent

that now unto the principalities 
and powers in heavenly places 
might be known, by the Church , 
the manifold wisdom of God, 
according to the eternal pur 
pose which he purposed in 
Christ Jesus our Lord : in 
whom we have boldness and 
access with confidence by the 
faith of him.

WHEN Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem of Judea, in the 
days of Herod the king, be 
hold, there came wise men 
from the east to Jerusalem, 
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saying, Where is he that is 
born King of the Jews? for 
we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship 
him. When Herod the king 
had heard these things, he 
was troubled, and all Jerusa 
lem w r ith him. And when he 
had gathered all the chief priests 
and scribes of the people to 
gether, he demanded of them 
where Christ should be born.

When they 
saw the star, they rejoiced 
with exceeding great joy. And

I stoned, thrice I suffered ship 
wreck, a night and a clay I have 
been in the deep ; in journey- 
ings often, in perils of waters, 
in perils of robbers, in perils 
by mine own countrymen, in 
perils by the heathen, in perils 
in the city, in perils in the 
wilderness, in perils in the sea, 
in perils among false brethren; 
in weariness and painfulness, 
in watchings often, in hunger 
and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness. Beside 
those things that are without, 
that which cometh upon me 

daily, the care of all the 

/ ^ 

churches. Who is weak, and 
I am not weak ? who is of 
fended, and I burn not ? If 
I must needs glory, I will 
glory of the things which con 
cern mine infirmities. The 
God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed 
for evermore, knoweth that 
I lie not. 

The Gospel. Luke viii. 4. 

VV HEN much people were ga 
thered together, and we re come 
to him out of every city, he 
spake by a parable : A sower 
went out to sow his seed : and 
as he sowed, some fell by the

way-side ; and it was trodden 
down, and the fowls of the air 
devoured it. And some fell 
upon a rock; and as soon as it 
was sprung up, it withered away, 
because it lacked moisture. And 
some fell among thorns ; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, 
and choked it. And other fell 
on good ground, and sprang up, 
and bare fruit an hundred-fold. 
And when he had said these 
things, he cried, He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. 
And his disciples asked him, 
saying, What might this pa 
rable be? And he said^ Unto 
you it is given to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of 
God : but to others in parables ; 
that seeing they might not see, 
and hearing they might not 
understand. Now the parable 
is this : The seed is the word 
of God. Those by the way 
side are they that hear ; then 
cometh the devil, and taketh 
away the word out of their 
hearts, lest they should believe 
and be saved. They on the 
rock are they, which, when 
they hear, receive the word 
with joy ; and these have no 
root, which for a while believe, 
and in time of temptation fall 
away. And that which fell 
among thorns are they, which, 
when they have heard, go forth, 
and are choked with cares and 
riches and pleasures of this Iife 3 
and bring no fruit to perfection. 
But that on the good ground 
are they, which, in an honest

and good heart, having heard 
Jthe word, keep it, and bring 
forth fruit with patience.

And though 
I have the gift of prophecy, 
and understand all mysteries, 
and all knowledge ; and though 
I have all faith, so that I could 
remove mountains, and have 
not charity, I am nothing. 
And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, 
it profiteth me nothing. Cha 
rity suffereth long, and is kind ; 
charity envieth not; charity 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up, doth not behave itself un 
seemly, seeketh not her own, 
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is not easily provoked, think- 
eth no evil ; rejoiceth not in 
iniquity, but rejoiceth in the 
truth ; beareth all things, be- 
lieveth all things, hopeth all 
things, endureth all things. 
Charity never faileth : but 
whether there be prophecies, 
they shall fail ; whether there 

t/ 

be tongues, they shall cease ; 
whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. For we 
know in part, and we prophesy 
in part ; but when that which 
is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done 
away. When I was a child, 
I spake as a child, I understood 
as a child, I thought as a child ; 
but when I became a man, 
I put away childish things. 
For now we see through a 
glass, darkly; but then face to 
face : now I know in part ; 
but then shall I know even as 
ako I am known. And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, 
these three ; but the greatest 
of these is charity.

THEN Jesus took unto him 
the twelve, and said unto them, 
Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, 
and all things that are written 
by the prophets- concerning 
the Son of man shall be ac 
complished.

I HEN was Jesus led up of the 
Spirit into the wilderness, to 
he tempted of the devil. And 
when he had fasted forty da 
and forty nights, he was after 
ward an hungered. And when 
the tempter came to him, he 
said, If thou be the Son of God, 
command that these sUmes be 
made bread. But he answered 
and said, It is written, Man 
shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of 
God. Then the devil taketh 
him up into the holy city, and 
setteth him on a pinnacle of 
the temple, and saith unto him, 
If thou be the Son of God, cast 
thyself down : for it is written, 
He shall give hi? angels charge 
concerning thee: and in their 
hands they shall bear thee up, 
lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. Jesus 
said unto him, It is written 
again, Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God. Again, 
the devil taketh him up into 
an exceeding high mountain, 
and sheweth him all the king 
doms of the world, and the 
glory of them; and saith unto 
him, All these things will 
I give thee, if thou wilt fall 
down and worship me. Then 
saith Jesus unto him, Get 
thee hence, Satan : for it is 
written, Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve.

my daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil. But he answered 
her not a word. And his dis 
ciples came and besought him, 
saying, Send her away ; for 
she crieth after us. But he 
answered and said, I am not 
sent but unto the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel. Then 
came she and worshipped him, 
saying, Lord, help me! But 
he answered and said, It is not 
meet to take the children s 
bread, and to cast it to dogs.

But fornica 
tion, and all uncleanness, or 
covetousness, let it not be once 
named among you, as becometh 
saints ; neither filthiness, nor 
foolish talking, nor jesting, 
which are not convenient; but 
rather giving of thanks. For 
this ye know, that no whore 
monger, nor unclean person, 
nor covetous man, who is an 
idolater, hath any inheritance 
in the kingdom of Christ and 
of God. Let no man deceive 
you with vain words : for be 
cause of these things cometh 
the wrath of God upon the 
children of disobedience. Be 
not ye, therefore, partakers 
with them: for ye were some 
times darkness, but now are 
ye light in the Lord: walk as 
children of light; (for the fruit 
of the Spirit is in all goodness 
and righteousness and truth;) 
proving what is acceptable unto 
the Lord. And have no fel 
lowship with the unfruitful

reprove them. For it is a 
shame even to speak of those 
tilings which are done of them 
in secret.

Wherefore he saith, Awake, 
thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall 
give thee light. 

The Gospel. Luke xi. J 4. 

J ESUS was casting out a devil, 
and it was dumb. And it 
came to pass, when the devil 
was gone out, the dumb spake; 
and the people wondered. But 
some of them said, lie casleth 
out devils through Beelzebub 
the chief of the devils. And 
others, tempting him, sought of 
him ;. sign from heaven. But 
he, knowing their thoughts, 
said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought 
to desolation ; and a house 
divided against a house, falleth. 
If Satan also be divided against 
himself, how shall his kingdom 
stand ? because ye say that I 
cast out devils through Beelze 
bub. And if I by Beelzebub 
cast out devils, by whom do 
your sons cast them out ? there 
fore shall they be your judges. 
But if I with the finger of God 
cast out devils, no doubt the 
kingdom of God is come upon 
you. When a strong man 
armed keepeth his palace, his 
goods are in peace: but when 
a stronger than he shall come 
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upon him, and overcome him, 
he taketh from him all his 
armour wherein he trusted, and 
divideth his spoils. He that 
is not with me is against me: 
and he that gathereth not with 
me, scattereth . When the un 
clean spirit is gone out of a 
man, he walketh through dry 
places, seeking rest; and finding 
none, he saith, I will return 
unto my house whence I came 
out. And when he cometh, 
he findeth it swept and gar 
nished. Then goeth he, and 
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taketh to him seven other 
spirits more wicked than him 
self; and they enter in, and 
dwell there: and the last state 
of that man is worse than the 
first. And it came to pass, as 
he spake these things, a certain 
woman of the company lifted 
up her voice, and said unto 
him, Blessed is the womb that 
bare thee, and the paps which 
thou hast sucked, But he said, 
Yea, rather blessed are they 
that hear the word of God, 
and keep it.

IELL me, ye that desire to 
he under the law, do ye not 
hear the law ? For it is written,, 
That Abraham had two sons; 
the one by a bond-maid, the 
other by a free woman. But 
he who was of the bond- woman 
was born after the flesh; but 
he of the free woman was by 
promise. Which things are 
an allegory: for these are the 
two covenants ; the one from 
the mount Sinai, which gen- 
dereth to bondage, which is 
A gar. For this Agar is mount 
Sinai in Arabia, and answereth 
to Jerusalem which now is, and 
is in bondage with her child 
ren. But Jerusalem which is 
above is free, which is the 
mother of us all. For it is 
written, Rejoice, thou barren 
that bearest not; break forth 
and cry, thou that travailest 
not ; for the desolate hath 
many more children than she 

/ 

which hath an husband. Now 
we, brethren, as Isaac was, 
are the children of promise. 
But as then he that was born 
after the flesh, persecuted him 
that was born after the Spirit, 
even so it is now. Never 
theless what saith the Scrip 
ture ? Cast out the bond-woman 
and her son : for the son of 
the bond-woman shall not be 
heir with the son of the 
free woman. So then, bre 
thren, we are not children of 
the bond-woman, but of the 
free.

The Gospel. John vi. 1. 

JESUS went over the sea of 
Galilee, which is the sea of 
Tiberias. And a great multi 
tude followed him, because 
they saw his miracles which 
he did on them that were 
diseased. And Jesus went up 
into a mountain, and there he 
sat with his disciples. And the 
passover, a feast of the Jews, 
was nigh. When Jesus then 
lifted up his eyes, and saw a 
great company come unto him, 
he saith unto Philip, Whence 
shall we buy bread, that these 
may eat? And this he said to 
prove him : for he himself 
knew what he would do. Philip 
answered him, Two hundred 
penny-worth of bread is not 
sufficient for them, that everv 
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one of them may take a little. 
One of his disciples, Andrew, 
Simon Peter s brother, saith 
unto him, There is a lad here, 
which hath five barley-loaves 
and two small fishes: but what 
are they among so many ? And 
Jesus said, Make the men sit 
down. Now there was much 
grass in the place. So the 
men sat down, in number 
about five thousand. And 
Jesus took the loaves : and 
when he had given thanks, he 
distributed to the disciples, 
and the disciples to them that 
were set down ; and likewise 
of the fishes as much as they 
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would. When they were filled, 
he said unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments that

remain, that nothing be lost. 
Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve 
baskets with the fragments of 
the five barley-loaves, which 
remained over and above unto 
them that had eaten. Then 
those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesus 
did, said, This is of a truth 
that prophet that should come 
into the world.

The Epistle. Heb. ix. 11. 

CHRIST being come an high 
priest of good things to come, 
by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of 
this building ; neither by the 
blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood, he entered 
in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal re 
demption for us. For if the 
blood of bulls and of goats, 
and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanc- 
tifieth to the purifying of the 
flesh ; how much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through 
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the eternal Spirit offered him 
self without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead 
works, to serve the living God ? 
And for this cause he is the 
Mediator of the new testament, 
that by means of death, for 
the redemption of the trans 
gressions that were under the 
first testament, they which are 
called, might receive the pro 
mise of eternal inheritance. 

The Gospel. John viii. 4G. 

JESUS said, Which of you 
convinceth me of sin? And 
if I say the truth, why do ye 
not believe me? He that is 
of God, heareth God s words ; 
ye therefore hear them not, 
because ye are not of God. 
Then answered the Jews, and 
said unto him, Say we not 
well that thou art a Samaritan, 
and hast a devil? Jesus an 
swered, I have not a devil : 
but I honour my Father, and 
ye do dishonour me. And 
I seek not mine ow r n glory: 
there is one that seeketh and 
judgeth. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall never see death. 
Then said the Jews unto him, 
Now we know that thou hast 
a devil. Abraham is dead, 
and the prophets ; and thou 
sayest, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall never taste of 
death. Art thou greater than 
our father Abraham, which is 
dead ? and the prophets are 
dead : whom makest thou

thyself? Jesus answered. If 
I honour myself, my honour 
is nothing: it is my Father 
that honoureth me ; of whom 
ye say, That he is your God : 
yet ye have not known him : 
but I know him : and if I should 
say, J know him not, I shall 
be a. liar like unto you : but 
I know him, and keep his 
saying. Your father Abraham 
rejoiced to see my day: and 
he saw it, and was glad. Then 
said the Jews unto him, Thou 
art not yet fifty years old, 
and hast thou seen Abraham ? 
Jesus said unto them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Before 
Abraham was, I am. Then 
took they up stones to cast at 
him : but Jesus hid himself, 
and went out of the temple.

T this mind be in you, 
which was also in Christ Jesus : 
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before Easter. 

who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be 
equal with God ; but made 
himself of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form of a 
servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men : and being 
found in fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name 
which is above every name ; 
that at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things 
in heaven, and things in earth, 
and things under the earth ; 
and that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. 

T/ie Gospel. Matt, xxvii. 1. 

VV HEN the morning was come, 
all the chief priests and elders 
of the people took counsel 
against Jesus to put him to 
death. And when they had 
bound him, they led him away, 
and delivered him to Pontius 
Pilate the governor. Then 

Judas, which had betraved 
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him, when he saw that he \vas 
condemned, repented himself, 
and brought again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief 
priests and elders, saying, I have 
sinned in that I have betrayed 
the innocent blood. And they 
said, What is that to us ? see 
thou to that. And he cast 
down the pieces of silver in

me temple, and departed,, and 
went and hanged himself. And 
the chief priests took the silver 
pieces, and said, It is not 
lawful for to put them into 
the treasury, because it is the 
price of blood. And they 
took counsel, and bought with 
them the potter s field, to bury 
strangers in. Wherefore that 
Held was called, The Held of 
blood, unto this day. Then 
was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price 
of him that was valued, whom 

thev of the children of Israel 

. 

did value; and gave them for 
the potter s field, as the Lord 
appointed me. And Jesus stood 
before the governor : and the 
governor asked him, saying, 
Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And Jesus said unto 
him, Thou sayest. And when 
he was accused of the chief 
priests and elders, he answered 
nothing. Then saith Pilate 
unto him, Hearest thou not 
how many things they witness 
against thee ? And he answered 
him to never a word ; insomuch 
that the governor marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast the 
governor was wont to release 

o 

unto the people a prisoner, 
whom they would. And they 
had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas. Therefore, 
when they were gathered to 
gether, Pilate said unto them, 
Whom will ye that I release 
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unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus 
which is called Christ ? for he 
knew that for envy they had 
delivered him. When he was 
set down on the judgement- 
seat, his wife sent unto him, 
saying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man ; for 
I have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because 
of him. But the chief priests 
and elders persuaded the mul 
titude that they should ask 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 
The governor answered and 
said unto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that I release 
unto you ? They said, Ba 
rabbas. Pilate saith unto them, 
What shall I do then with 
Jesus, which is called Christ? 
They all say unto him, Let 
him be crucified. And the 
governor said, Why ? what 
evil hath he done ? But they 
cried out the more, saying, 
Let him be crucified. When 
Pilate sa\v that he could prevail 
nothing, but that rather a tu- 
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mult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before 
the multitude, saying, I am 
innocent of the blood of this 
just person : see ye to it. Then 
answered all the people, and 
said, His blood be on us, and 
on our children. Then re 
leased he Barabbas unto them : 
and when he had scourged 
Jesus, he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the soldiers of 
the governor took Jesus into 

o 

the common hall, and gathered

unto him the whole baud of 
soldiers. And they stripped 
him, and put on him a scarlet 
robe. And when they had 
platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon his head, and a 
reed in his right hand : and 
they bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, saying, 
Haii, King of the Jews ! And 
they spit upon him, and took 
the reed, and smote him on 
the head. And after that they 
had mocked him, they took 
the robe off from him, and put 
his own raiment on him, and 
led him away to crucify him. 
And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon 
by name: him they compelled 
to bear his cross. And when 
they were come unto a place 
called Golgotha, that is to say, 
A place of a scull, they gave 
him vinegar to drink mingled 
with gall : and when he had 
tasted thereof, he would not 
drink. And they crucified 
him, and parted his garments, 
casting lots; that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by 
the prophet, They parted my 
garments among them, and 
upon my vesture did they cast 
lots.

one on the right hand, and 
another on the left. And 
Gi 
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they that passed by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, and 
saying, Thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself. If 
thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross. Like- 
\vise also the chief priests 
mocking him, with the scribes 
and elders, said, He saved 
others, himself he cannot save. 
If he be the King of Israel, 
let him now come down from 
the cross, and we will believe 
him. He trusted in God ; let 
him deliver him now, if he will 
have him : for he said, I am 
the Son of God. The thieves 
also, which were crucified 
with him, cast the same in his 
teeth. Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkness over 
all the land unto the ninth 
hour. And about the ninth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eli, Ell, lama 
sabachthaiti? that is to say, My 
God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me ? Some of them 
that stood there, when they 
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heard that, said, This man cali- 
eth for Elias. And straightway 
one of them ran, and took 
a spunge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, 
and gave him to drink. The 
rest said, Let be, let us see 
whether Elias will^ come to 
save him. Jesus, when he 
had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghost. 
And, behold, the veil of the 
temple was rent in twain from 
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the top to the bottom ; and 
the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent ; and the graves 
were opened ; and many hodies 
of the saints which slept, arose, 
and came out of the graves

after his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared 
Tinto many. Now when the 
centurion, and they that were 
with him watching Jesus, saw 
the earthquake, and tUose 
things that were done, they 
feared greatly, saying, Truly 
this was the Son of God.

WHO is this that cometh from 
Edom, withdved garments from 



Bozrah ? this that is glorious in 
his apparel, travelling in the 

greatness of his strength ? I that

to save. Wherefore art thou 
red in thine apparel, and thy 
garments like him that treadeth 
in the wine-fat ? I have trodden 
the wine-press alone ; and of 
the people there w r as none with 
me: for I will tread them in 
mine anger, and trample them 
in my fury; and their blood 
shall be sprinkled upon my 
garments, and I will stain all 
my raiment. For the day of 
vengeance is in mine heart, 
and the year of my redeemed 
is come. And I looked, and 
there was none to help ; and 

I wondered that there was none 
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to uphold : therefore mine own 
arm brought salvation unto 
me; and my fury, it upheld 
me. And I will tread down 
the people in mine anger, and 
make them drunk in my fury, 
and I will bring down their 
strength to the earth. I will 
mention the loving-kindnesses 
of the Lord, and the praises 
of the Lord, according to all 
that the Lord hath bestowed 
on us, and the great goodness 
toward the house of Israel, 
which he hath bestowed on 
them according to his mercies, 
and according to the multitude 
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of his loving-kindnesses. For 
he said, Surely they are my 
people, children that will not 
lie : so he was their Saviour. 
In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, and the angel of his 
presence saved them : in his 
love and in his pity he re 
deemed them ; and he bare 
them, and carried them all the 
days of old. But they rebelled, 
and vexed his holy Spirit : 
therefore he was turned to be 
their enemy, and he fought 
against them.

As a beast goeth 
down into the valley, the 
Spirit of the Lord caused him 
to rest; so didst thou lead 
thy people, to make thyself a 
glorious name. Look down 
from heaven, and behold from 
the habitation of thy holiness 
and of thy glory: Where is 
thy zeal and thy strength,, the 
sounding of thy bowels and 
of thy mercies toward me ?

our Redeemer ; thy name is 
from everlasting.

The 
people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while : 
our adversaries have trodden 
down thy sanctuary. We are 
thine : thou never barest rule

And 
he answered and said unto 
them, It is one of the twelve, 
that dippeth with me in the 
dish. The Son of man indeed 
goeth, as it is written of him: 
but woe to that man by whom 
the Son of man is betrayed! 
good were it for that man if 
he had never been born. And 
as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed, and brake 
it, and gave to them, and said, 



Take, eat; this is my body. 
And he took the cup; and 
when he had given thanks, he 
gave it to them : and they all 
drank of it. And he said unto 
them, This is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed 
for many. Verily I say unto 
you, I will drink no more of 
the fruit of the vine, until that 
day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. And when 
they had sung an hymn, they 
went out into the mount of 
Olives.

And imme 
diately, while he yet spake, 
cometh Judas, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great 
multitude with swords and 
staves, from the chief priests 
and the scribes and the elders. 
And he that betrayed him hacj 
given them a token, saying, 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he : take him, and lead 
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him away safely.- And as soofl 
as he was come, he goeth 
straightway to him, and saith, 
Master, master; and kissed 
him. And they laid their hands 
on him, and took him. And 
one of them that stood by 
drew a sword, and smote a 
servant of the high priest, and 
cut off his ear. And Jesus 
answered and said unto them, 
Are ye come out, as against 
a thief, with swords and with 
staves to take me? I was daily 
with you in the temple teach 
ing, and ye took me not : but 
the Scriptures must be fulfilled.

The Epistle. Hebrews ix. \6. 

\ V H E R E a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the 
death of the testator. For a 
testament is of force after men 
are dead : otherwise it is of no 
strength at all while the testator 
liveth. \Yhereupon neither the 
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first testament was dedicated 
without blood. For when 
Moses had spoken every pre 
cept to all the people according 
to the law, he took the blood 
of calves and of goats, with 
water, and scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both 
the book and all the people, 
saying, This is the blood of 
the testament which God hath 
enjoined unto you. Moreover, 
he sprinkled likewise with 
blood both the tabernacle and 
all the vessels of the ministry. 
And almost all things are by 
the law purged with blood ; 
and without shedding of blood 
is no remission. It was there 
fore necessary that the patterns 
of things ia the heavens should 
be purified with these ; but 
the heavenly things them 
selves with better sacrifices 
than these. For Christ is not 
entered into the holy places 
made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true ; but 
into heaven itself, now to 
appear in the presence of God 
for us : Nor yet that he should 
offer himself often, as the high 
priest entereth into the holy 
place every year with blood 
of others ; for then must he 
often have suffered since the 
foundation of the world : but 
now once, in the end of the 
world hath he appeared, to 
put away sin by the sacrifice 
of himself. And as it is ap 
pointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgement ; 
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so Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many ; and 
unto them that look for him 
shall he appear the second 
time, without sin, unto sal 
vation. 

The Gospel. Luke xxii. 1. 

Now the feast of unleavened 
bread drew nigh, which is called 
The Passover. And the chief 
priests and scribes sought how 
they might kill him ; for they 
feared the people. Then en 
tered Satan into Judas sur- 
named Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve. And 
he went his way, and com 
muned with the chief priests 
and captains, how he might 
betray him unto them. And 
they w r ere glad, and cove 
nanted to give him money.

And he 
said unto them, With desire 
1 have desired to eat this pass- 
over with you before I suffer :

And 
they began to inquire among 
themselves, which of them it 
was that should do this thing. 
And there was also a strife

among them, which of them 
should be accounted the great 
est. And he said unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them ; 
and they that exercise autho 
rity upon them are called 
Benefactors. But ye shall not 
be so : but he that is greatest 
among you, let him be as the 
younger; and he that is chief, 
as he that doth serve. For 
whether is greater, he that 
sitteth at meat, or he that 
serveth? is not he that sitteth 
at meat? but I am among 
you as he that serveth.

are they which have continued 
with me in my temptations : 
And I appoint unto you a 
kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me ; that ye 
may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom, and sit 
on thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And the Lord 
said, Simon, Simon, behold, 
Satan hath desired to have 
you, that he may sift you as 
wheat : but I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: 
and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. And 
he said unto him, Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee, both 
into prison and to death.

When I was 
daily with you in the temple 
ye stretched forth no hands 
against me : but this is your 
hour, and the power of dark 
ness. Then took they him, 
and led him, and brought him 
into the high priest s house. 
And Peter followed afar off. 
And when they had kindled 
a fire in the midst of the hall, 
and were set down together, 
Peter sat down among them. 
But a certain maid beheld 
him as he sat by the fire, and 
earnestly looked upon him, 
and said, This man was also 
with him. And he denied 
him, saying, Woman, I know 
him not. And after a little 
while another saw him, and 
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said, Thou art also of them. 
And Peter said, Man, I am 
not. And about the space of 
one hour after, another con 
fidently affirmed, saying, Of 
a trutli this fellow also was 
with him ; for he is a Galilean. 
And Peter said, Man, I know 
not what thou sayest. And 
immediately, while he yet 
spake, the cock crew. And 
the Lord turned, and looked 
upon Peter. And Peter re 
membered the word of the 
Lord, how he had said unto 
him, Before the cock crow, 

thou shalt denv me thrice.

And Peter went out, and wept 
bitterlv. And the men that 

* 

held Jesus mocked him, and 
smote him. And when they 

f 

had blindfolded him, they 
struck him on the face, and 
asked him, saying, Prophesy, 
who is it that smote thee ? 
And many other things blas 
phemously spake they against 
him. And as soon as it was 
day, the elders of the people 
and the chief priests and the 
scribes came together, and led 
him into their council, saying, 
Art thou the Christ ? tell us. 
And he said unto them, If 
I tell you, ye will not believe : 
and if I also ask you, ye will 
not answer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter shall the Son of 
man sit on the right hand of 
the power of God. Then said 
they all. Art thou then the 
Son of God ? And he said 

unto them, Ye say that I am. 
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And they said, What need we 
any further witness ? for we 
ourselves have heard of his 
own mouth. 
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The Epistle. 1 Cor. xi. 17- 

IN this that I declare unto 
you I praise you not, that ye 
come together not for the 
better, but for the worse. For 
first of all, when ve come to- 

/ 

Aether in the Church, I hear 

. 

that there be divisions among 
you ; and I partly believe it. 
For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which 
are approved may be made 
manifest among you. When 
ye come together therefore 
into one place, this is not to 
eat the Lord s supper. For 
every one taketh 



in 



eating, 



before other his own supper : 
and one is hungry, and another 
is drunken. What! have ye 
not houses to eat and to drink 
in ? or despise ye the Church 
of God, and shame them that 
have not? What shall I say 
to you ? shall I praise you in 
this? I praise you not. For 
I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered 
unto you, That the Lord Jesus, 
the same night in which lie 
was betrayed, took bread : and 
when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said, Take, 
eat; this is my body, which is 
broken for you : this do in 
remembrance of me. After 
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the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new 
testament in my blood : this 
do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in 
remembrance of me. For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew 
the Lord s death till he come. 
Wherefore, whosoever shall eat 
this bread, and drink this cup 
of the Lord, unworthily, shall 
be guilty of the body and blood 
of the Lord. But let a man 
examine himself, and so let 
him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. For he 
that eateth and drinketh un 
worthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not dis 
cerning the Lord s body. For 
this cause many are weak and 
sickly among you, and many 
sleep. For if we would judge 
ourselves, we should not be 
judged. But when we are 
judged, we are chastened of 
the Lord, that we should not 
be condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry 
one for another. And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at 
home ; that ye come not 
together unto condemnation. 
And the rest will I set in order 
when I come, 

The Gospel. Luke xxiii. 1. 

1 HE whole multitude of them 
arose, and led him unto Pilate. 
And they began to accuse him, 
saying. We found this fellow 



perverting the nation, and 
forbidding to give tribute to 
Cesar, saying that he himself 
is Christ "a King. And Pilate 
asked him, saying, Art thou 
the King of the Jews ? And 
he answered him, and said, 
Thou sayest it. Then said 
Pilate to the chief priests and 
to the people, I find no fault 
in this man. And they were 
the more fierce, saying, He 
stirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, begin 
ning from Galilee to this place. 
When Pilate heard of Galilee, 
he asked whether the man 
were a Galilean. And as soon 
as he knew that he belonged 
unto Herod s jurisdiction, he 
sent him to Herod, who him 
self also was at Jerusalem at 
that time. And when Herod 
saw Jesus, he was exceeding 
glad : for he was desirous to 
see him of a long season, 
because he had heard many 
things of him : and he hoped 
to have seen some miracle done 
by him. Then he questioned 
with him in many words ; but 
he answered him nothing. And 
the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused 

J 

him. And Herod with his 
men of war set him at nought, 
and mocked him, and arrayed 
him in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. And 
the same day Pilate and Herod 
were made friends together: for 
before they were at enmity be- 

* * 

tween themselves. And Pilate, 
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when he had called together 
the chief priests and the rulers 
and the people, said unto them, 
Ye have brought this ui&lt;m unto 
me as one that perverteth the 
people; and, behold, I, having 
examined him before you, 
have found no fault in this 
man, touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him : No, 
nor yet Herod : for I sent you 
to him : and, lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him. 
I will therefore chastise him, 
and release him. (For of ne 
cessity he must release one 
unto them at. the feast.) And 
they cried out all at once, say 
ing, Away with this man, and 
release unto us Barabbas : (who 
for a certain sedition made 
in the city, and for murder, 
was cast into prison.) Pilate 
therefore, willing to release 
Jesus, spake again to them. 
But they cried, saying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. And he 
said unto them the third time, 
Why, what evil hath he done ? 
I have found no cause of death 
in him : I will therefore chastise 
him, and let him go. And 
they were instant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might 
be crucified. And the voices 
of them and of the chief priests 
prevailed. And Pilate gave 
sentence that it should be as 
they required. And he re 
leased unto them him that for 
sedition and murder was cast 
into prison, whom they had 
desired ; but he delivered Jesus 
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to their will. And as they 
led him away, they laid hold 
upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, 
and on him they laid the cross, 
that he might bear it after 
Jesus. And there followed 
Jiim a great company of people, 
and of women, which also 
bewailed and lamented him. 
But Jesus turning unto them, 
said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for me, but weep 
for yourselves, and for your 
children. For, behold, the 
days are coming, in the which 
they shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps which 
never gave suck. Then shall 
they begin to say to the moun 
tains, Fall on us ; and to the 
hills, Cover us. For if they 
do these things in a green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry ? 
And there were also two others, 
malefactors, led with him to 
be put to death. And when 
they were come to the place 
which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the 
malefactors; one on the right 
hand, and the other on the 
left. Then said Jesus, Father, 
forgive them; for they know 
not what they do. And they 
parted his raiment, and cast 
lots. And the people stood 
beholding. And the rulers 
also with them derided him, 
saying, He saved others ; let 
him save himself, if he be 
Christ, the chosen of God. 
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And the soldiers also mocked 
him, coming to him, and 
offering him vinegar, and say 
ing, If thou be the King of 
the Jews, save thyself. And a 
superscription also was written 
over him, in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS 
IS THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. And one of the male 
factors which were hanged 

O 

railed on him, saying, If thou 
be Christ, save thyself and us. 
But the other answering, re 
buked him, saying, Dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation ? 
And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our 
deeds : but this man hath done 
nothing amiss. And he said 
unto Jesus, Lord, remember 
me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom. And Jesus said 
unto him, Verily I say unto 
thee, To-day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. And it 
was about the sixth hour, and 
there was darkness over all 
the earth until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened, 
and the veil of the temple was 
rent in the midst. And when 
Jesus had cried with a loud 
voice, he said, Father, into thy 
hands I commend my spirit; 
and having said thus, he gave 
up the ghost. Now when the 
centurion saw what was done, 
he glorified God, saying, Cer 
tainly this was a righteous 
man. And all the people that 
came together to that sight, 
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beholding the things which 
were done, smote their breasts, 
and returned. And all his 
acquaintance, and the women 
that followed him from Galilee, 
stood afar off, beholding these 
things.

HE law, having a shadow 
of good things to come and 
not the very image of the 
things, can never with those 
sacrifices which they offered

year by year continually make 
the comers thereunto perfect. 
For then would they not have 
ceased to be offered? because 
that the worshippers once 
purged should have had no 
more conscience of sins. But 
in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance again made of 
sins every year. For it is not 
possible that the blood of 
bulls and of goats should take

away sins. Wherefore, when 
he corneth into the world, he 
saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body 
hast thou prepared me : In 
burnt -offerings and sacrifices 
for sins thou hast had no 
pleasure : Then said I, Lo, 
I come (in the volume of the 
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book it is written of me) to do 
thy will, O God. Above, when 

he said, Sacrifice and offering 

. ^ 

| and burnt-offerings, and offer 
ing for sin thou wouldest not, 

. 

neither hadst pleasure therein; 
which are offered by the law; 
Then said he, Lo, I come to 
do thv will, O God. He taketh 

tt 

away the first, that he may 
establish the second. By the 
which will we are sanctified,, 
through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for 
all. And every priest standeth 
daily ministering, and offering 
oftentimes the same sacrifices, 
which can never take away 
sins : But this man, after he 
had offered one sacrifice for 
sins, for ever sat down on 
the right hand of God ; from 
henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footstool. 
For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified. Whereof the 
Holy Ghost also is a witness 
to us: For after that he had 
said before^ This is the cove 
nant that I will make with 

them after those davs, saith 

v * 

the Lord; I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their 
minds will I write them ; and 
their sins and iniquities will 
I remember no more. Now 
where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for 
sin. Having therefore, bre- 

O * 

thren, boldness to enter into 
the holiest by the blood of 
Ki- a new and living way 
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which he hath consecrated for 
us, through the veil, that is to 
say, his flesh ; and having an 
high priest over the house of 
God ; let us draw near with 
a true heart, in full assurance 
of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil con 
science, and our bodies washed 
with pure water. Let us hold 
fast the profession of our faith 
without wavering ; (for he is 
faithful that promised ;) and 
let us consider one another, to 
provoke unto love and to good 
works : not forsaking the as- 

o 

sembling of ourselves together, 
as the manner of some is ; but 
exhorting one another: and so 
much the more as ye see the 
day approaching. 

The Gospel. John xix. 1. 

A i LATE therefore took Jesus, 
and scourged him. And the 
soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, 
and they put on him a purple 
robe, and said, Hail, King of 
the Jews! And they smote him 
with their hands. Pilate there 
fore went forth again, and saith

unto them, Behold, I bring 


him forth to you, that ye may 

know that I find no fault in 
him. Then came Jesus forth, 
wearing the crown of thorns, 
and tlie purple robe. And 
Pilate saith unto them, Behold 
the man ! When the chief 
priests therefore and officers 
saw him, they cried out, say 
ing, Crucify him, crucify him. 
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Pilate saith unto them, Take 
ye him and crucify him ; for 
I find no fault in him. The 
Jews answered him, We have 
a law, and by our law he 
ought to die, because he made 
himself the Son of God . When 
Pilate therefore heard that say 
ing, he was the more afraid ; 
and went again into the judge 
ment-hall, and saith unto Jesus, 
Whence art thou ? But Jesus 
gave him no answer. Then 
saith Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me? knowest 
thou not that I have power 
to crucify thee, and have 
power to release thee ? Jesus 
answered, Thou couldest have 
no power at all against me, 
except it were given thee from 
above : therefore he that de 
livered me unto thee hath the 
greater sin. And from thence- 

o 

forth Pilate sought to release 
him : but the Jews cried out, 
saying, If thou let this man 
go, thou art not Cesar s friend ; 
whosoever maketh himself a 
king speaketh against Cesar. 
When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the 
judgement-seat, in a place that 
is called the Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 
it was the preparation of the 
passover, and about the sixth 
hour: and he saith unto the 
Jews, Behold your King! But 

j 

they cried out, Away with him, 
away with him ; crucify him ! 
Pilate saith unto them, Shall 
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I crucify your King? The 
chief priests answered, We 
have no king but Cesar. Then 
delivered he him therefore 
unto them to be crucified. 
And they took Jesus, and led 
him away. And he, bearing 
his cross, went forth into 
a place, called The place of 
a scull, which is called in 
the Hebrew, Golgotha; where 
they crucified him, and two 
others with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the cross. And 
the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews : 
for the place where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the city: 
and it w r as written in Hebrew, 
and Greek, and Latin. Then 
said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The 
King of the Jews ; but that 
he said, I am King of the 
Jews. Pilate answered, What 
I have written, I have written. 
Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four parts, 
to every soldier a part ; and 
also his coat : now the coat 
was without seam, woven from 
the top throughout : They said 
therefore among themselves, 
Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots far it, whose it shall be : 
that the Scripture might be 
fulfilled, which saith, They 

parted my raiment among 
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them, and for my vesture they 
did cast lots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did. 
Now there stood by the cross 
of Jesus his mother, and his 
mother s sister, Mary the wife 
of Cleopas, and Mary Mag 
dalene. When Jesus therefore 
saw his mother, and the 
disciple standing by whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mother, 
Woman, behold thy son ! Then 
saith he to the disciple, Behold 
thy mother ! And from that 
hour that disciple took her 
unto his own home. After 
this, Jesus knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, 
that the Scripture might be 
fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now 
there was set a vessel full 
of vinegar : and they filled a 
spunge with vinegar, and put 
it upon hyssop, and put it to 
his mouth. When Jesus there 
fore had received the vinegar, 
he said, It is finished : and he 
bowed his head, and gave up 
the ghost. The Jews there 
fore, because it was the Prepa 
ration, that the bodies should 
not remain upon the cross 
on the sabbath-day, (for that 
sabbath-day was an high day,) 
besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that 
they might be taken away. 
Then came the soldiers, and 
brake the legs of the first, 
and of the other which was 
crucified with him. But when 
they came to Jesus, and saw 
that he was dead already, 
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they brake not his legs : but 
one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and 
forthwith came thereout blood 
and water. And he that saw 
it bare record, and his record 
is true ; and he knoweth that 
he saith true, that ye might 
believe. For these things were 
done, that the Scripture should 
be fulfilled, A bone of him 
shall not be broken. And 
again another Scripture saith, 
They shall look on him whom 
they pierced. 



EASTER EVEN. 

The Collect. 

GRANT, O Lord, that as we 
are baptized into the death of 
thy blessed Son our Saviour 
Jesus Christ; so by continual 
mortifying our corrupt affec 
tions, we may be buried with 
him ; and that through the 
grave and gate of death, we 
may pass to our joyful resur 
rection, for his merits who died 
and was buried^ and rose again 
for us, thy Son Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

The Epistle. 1 Pet. iii. 1?. 

IT is better, if the will of God 
be so, that ye suffer for well 
doing than for evil-doing. For 
Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit : 
by which also he went and 
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preached unto the spirits in 
prison; which sometime were 
disobedient, when once the 
long-suffering of God waited 
in the days of Noah, while 
the ark was a preparing, 
wherein few, that is, eight 
souls, were saved by water. 
The like figure whereunto, 
even baptism, doth also now 
save us (not the putting away 
of the filth of the flesh, but the 
answer of a good conscience 
towards God), by the resur 
rection of Jesus Christ : who is 
gone into heaven, and is on 
the right hand of God ; angels 
and authorities and powers 
being made subject unto him. 

The Gospel. Matt, xxvii. 57. 

WHEN the even was come, 
there came a rich man of Ari- 
mathea, named Joseph, who 
also himself was Jesus disciple: 
he went to Pilate, and begged 
the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body 
to be delivered. And when 
Joseph had taken the body, he 
wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, and laid it in his own 
new tomb, which he had 
hewn out in the rock : and he 
rolled a great stone to the 
door of the sepulchre, and 
departed. And there was 
Mary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary, sitting over against 
the sepulchre. Now the next 
day, that followed the day 
of the Preparation, the chief 
priests and Pharisees came 
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together unto Pilate, saying, 
Sir, we remember that that 
deceiver said, while he was 
yet alive, After three days 
I will rise again. Command 

o 

therefore that the sepulchre 
be made sure until the third 
day, lest his disciples come by 
night and steal him away, and 
say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead : so the last 
error shall be worse than the 
first. Pilate said unto them, Ye 
have a watch; go your way, 

make it as sure as ve can.

So they went, and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, and setting a watch.

And we are witnesses of all 
things which he did, both in 
the land of the Jews and in 
Jerusalem ; whom they slew 
and hanged on a tree. Him 
God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly ; not 
to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, 
even to us, who did eat and 
drink with him after he rose 
from the dead. And he com 
manded us to preach unto the 
people, and to testify that it 
is he which was ordained of 
God to be the Judge of quick 
and dead. To him give all 
the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive 
remission of sins. 

The Gospel. Luke xxiv. 13. 

JDEHOLD, two of his disciples 
went that same day to a village 
called Emmaus, which w r as 
from Jerusalem about three 
score furlongs. And they 





talked together of all these 
things which had happened. 
And it came to pass, that, 
while they communed together 
and reasoned, Jesus himself 
drew near, and went with them. 
But their eyes were holden 
that they should not know 
him. And he said unto them, 
What manner of communica 
tions are these that ye have 
one to another, as ye walk, and 
are sad ? And the one of them, 
whose name was Cleopas, an 
swering said unto him, Art 
thou only a stranger in Jeru 
salem, and hast not known the 
things which are come to pass 
there in these days ? And he 
said unto them, What things ? 
And they said unto him, Con 
cerning Jesus of Nazareth, 
which was a prophet mighty in 
deed and word before God and 
all the people : and how the 
chief priests and our rulers 
delivered him to be condemned 
to death, and have crucified 
him. But we trusted that it 
had been he which should have 
redeemed Israel : and beside all 
this, to-day is the third day 
since these things were done. 
Yea, and certain women also 
of our company made us 
astonished, which were early at 
the sepulchre : and when they 
found not his body, they came, 
saying, That they had also 
seen a vision of angels, which 
said that he \vas alive. And 
certain of them which were 
with us w r ent to the sepulchre, 
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and found it even so as the 
women had said ; but him 
they saw not. Then he said 
unto them, O fools, and slow 
of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken! Ought 
not Christ to have suffered 
these things, and to enter into 
his glory? And beginning at 
Moses and all the prophets, 
he expounded unto them in 
all the Scriptures the things 
concerning himself. And they 
drew nigh unto the village 
whither they went : and he 
made as though he would 
have gone further. But they 
constrained him, saying, Abide 
with us; for it is toward even 
ing, and the day is far spent. 
And he went in to tarry with 
them. And it came to pass, 
as he sat at meat with them, 
he took bread, and blessed it, 
and brake, and gave to them. 
And their eyes were opened, 
and they knew him; and he 
vanished out of their sight. 
And they said one to another, 
Did riot our heart burn within 
us, while he talked with us by 
the way, and while he opened 
to us the Scriptures ? And 
they rose up the same hour, 
and returned to Jerusalem, and 
found the eleven gathered to 
gether, and them that were 
with them, saying, The Lord 
is risen indeed, and hath ap 
peared to Simon. And they 
told what things were done in 
the way, and how he was known 

of them in breaking of bread.

my Son, this day have I be 
gotten thee. And as concern nig 
that he raised him up from the 
dead, now no more to return 
to corruption, he said on this 
wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David. Wherefore 
he saith also in another Psalm, 
Thou shalt not suffer thine 
Holy One to see corruption. 
For David, after he had served 
his own generation by the will 
of God, fell on sleep, and was 
laid unto his fathers, and saw 
corruption: but he whom God 
raised again, saw no corruption. 
Be it known unto you there 
fore, men and brethren, that 
through this man is preached 
unto you the forgiveness of 
sins : and by him, all that 
believe are justified from all 
things, from which ye could 
not be justified by the law of 
Moses. Beware therefore, lest 
that come upon you which is 
spoken of in the prophets ; Be 
hold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish : for I work a work 
in your days, a work which 
ye shall in no wise believe, 
though a man declare it unto 
von.

his passion by many infallible 
proofs, being seen of them 
forty days, and speaking of 
the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of God : and, being 
assembled together with them, 
commanded them that they 
should not depart from Jeru 
salem, but wait for the promise 
of the Father, which, saith 
he, ye have heard of me : for 
John truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many 
flays hence. When they there 
fore were come together, they 
nsked of him, saying, Lord, 
wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel ? 
And he said unto them, It is 
not for you to know the times 
or the seasons which the Father 
hath put in his own power. 
But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you : and ye shall 
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be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 
And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he 
was taken up ; and a cloud 
received him out of their sight. 
And while they looked sted- 
fastlv toward* heaven, as he 
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went up, behold, two men 
stood by them in white ap 
parel ; which also said, Ye 
men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven ? This 
same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.

JESUS appeared unto the 
eleven as they sat at meat, 
and upbraided them with their 
unbelief and hardness of heart, 
because they believed not them 
which had seen him after he 
was risen.

liveth, he liveth unto God. 
Likewise reckon ye also your 
selves to be dead indeed unto 
sin, but alive unto God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.

J ESUS said unto his disciples, 
Except your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees, ye shall 
in no case enter into the king 
dom of heaven.

Agree 
with thine adversary quickly, 
whiles thou art in the way 
with him ; lest at any time 
the adversary deliver thee to 
the judge, and the judge deliver 
thee to the officer, and thou 
be cast into prison.

But the Script ure 
hath concluded all under sin, 
that the promise by faith of 
Jesus Christ might be given to 
them that believe,

except they be sent? as it is 
written, How beautiful are the 1 
feet of them that preach the 
Gospel of peace, and bring 
glad tidings of good things! 
But they have not all obeyed 
the Gospel. For Esaias saith, 
Lord, who hath believed our 



report? So then faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by 
the word of God. But I say, 
Have they not heard? Yes, 
verily, their sound went into 
all the earth, and their words 
unto the ends of the world. 
But I say, Did not Israel 
know ? First Moses saith, I 
will provoke you to jealousy 
by them that are no people, 
and by a foolish nation I wiW 
anger you. But Esaias is 
very bold, and saith, I was 
found of them that sought 
me not ; I was made manifest 
unto them that asked not 
after me. But to Israel he 
saith, All day long I have 
stretched forth my hands 
unto a disobedient and gain 
saying people.

And he was three days 
without sight, and neither did 
oat nor drink. And there was 
a certain disciple at Damascus, 
named Ananias : and to him 
said the Lord in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said, Be 
hold, I am here, Lord. And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and inquire 
in the house of Judas for one 
called Saul of Tarsus : for, 
behold, he prayeth, and hath 
seen in a vision a man named 
Ananias coming in, and putting 
his hand on him, that he might 
receive his sight.

receive thy sight, and be filled 
with the Holy Ghost. And 
immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been 
scales ; and he received sight 
forthwith, and arose, and was 
baptized. And when he 
had received meat, he was 
strengthened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples 
which were at Damascus . And 
straightway he preached Christ 
in the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God. But all that 
heard him were amazed-, and 
said, Is not this he that de 
stroyed them which called on 
this name in Jerusalem, and 
came hither for that intent, 
that he might bring them 
bound unto the chief priests? 
But Saul increased the more 
in strength, and confounded 
the Jews which dwelt at Da 
mascus, proving that this is 
very Christ.

which came to pass in the days 
of Claudius Cesar. Then the 
disciples, every man according 

to his ability, determined to

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send relief unto the brethren 
which dwelt in Judea : which 
also they did, and sent it to the 
elders by the hands of Barnabas 
and Saul.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE LORD S SUPPER, 



OR 



HOLY COMMUNION. 



SO many as intend to be partakers of the Holy Communion, shall signify their 
names to the Curate, at least some time the day before. 

And if any of those be an open and notorious evil-liver, or have done any wrong 
to his neighbours by word or deed, so that the Congregation be thereby 
offended ; the Curate having knowledge thereof, shall call him and advertise 
him, that in anywise he presume not to come to the Lord s Table, until he hath 
openly declared himself to have truly repented and amended his former 
naughty life ; that the Congregation may thereby be satisfied, which before 
were offended ; and that he hath recompensed the parties to whom^ he hath 
done wrong, or at least declare himself to be in full purpose so to do, as soon 
as he conveniently may. 



The same order shall the Curate use with those betwixt whom he pmceivcth malice 
and hatred to reign ; not suffering them to be partakers of the Lord s Table, 
until he know them to be reconciled. And if one of the parties so at variance 
be content to forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the other hath 
trespassed against him, and to make amends for that he himself hath offended ; 
and the other party will not be persuaded to a godly unity, but remain still in 
his frowardness and malice ; the Minister in that case ought to admit the 
penitent person to the Holy Communion, and not him that is obstinate. 
Provided that every Minister so repelling any, as is specified in this or t/ie 
next precedent paragraph of this Rubrick, shall be obliged to give an account 
of the same to the Ordinary within fourteen days after at the farthest. And 
the Ordinary shall proceed against the offending person according to the 
Canon. 

The Table at the Communion-time, having a fair white linen cloth upon it, shall 
stand in the body of the Church, or in the Chancel, where Morning and 
Evening Prayer are appointed to be said. And the Priest standing at the 
north side of the Table, shall say the Lord s Prayer, with the Collect following : 
the People kneeling. 



OUR Father, which art in 
heaven, Hallowed be thy 
Name ; Thy kingdom come ; 
Thy will be done in earth, as 
it is in heaven: Give us this 
day our daily bread ; And for 
give us our trespasses, as we 
forgive them that trespass 
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against

Mien the Minister giveth warning for 
the Celebration of the Holy Commit- 
11 ion, (which he shall always do upon 
the Swtday, or some Holy- Day, im 
mediately preceding,} after the 
Sermon V Homily ended, he shall 
read this Exhortation following. 

DEARLY beloved, on 

day next, I purpose, through 
God s assistance, to administer 
to all such as shall be religiously 
and devoutly disposed, the 
most comfortable Sacrament of 
the Body and Blood of Christ; 
to be bv them received, in 

/ 
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meri 
torious Cross and Passion; 
whereby alone we obtain re 
mission of *wir sins, and are 
made partakers of the king 
dom of heaven. Wherefore it 
is our duty to render most 
bumble and hearty thanks to 
Almighty God our heavenly 
Father, for that he hath given 
his Son our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, not only to die for us, 
but also to be our spiritual food 
and sustenance in that holy 
Sacrament. Which being so 
divine and comfortable a thing 
to them who receive it worthily, 
and so dangerous to them that 
will presume to receive it un 
worthily ; my duty is to exhort 
you, in the mean season to 
consider the dignity of that 
holy mystery, and the great 
peril of the unworthy receiving 
thereof ; and so to search and 
examine your own consciences 
(and that not lightly, and 
after the manner of dissemblers 
with God, but so) that ye may 
come holy and clean to such 
a heavenly feast, in the marriage 
garment required by God in 
holy Scripture, and be received 
as worthy partakers of that holy 

table. 

The way and means thereto 
is ; First, to . examine your 
lives and conversations by the 
rule of God s commandments : 
and whereinsoever ye shall 
perceive yourselves to have 
offended, either by will, word, 
or deed, there to bewail your 
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own sinfulness, and to confess 
yourselves to Almighty God, 
with full purpose of amend 
ment of life. AM if ye shall 
perceive your offences to be 
such as are not only against 
God, but also against your 
neighbours, then ye shall re 
concile yourselves unto them, 
being ready to make restitu 
tion and satisfaction, according 
to the uttermost of your powers, 
for all injuries and wrongs done 
by you to any other ; and 
being likewise ready to forgive 
others that have offended you, 
as ye would have forgiveness of 
your offences at God s hand: 
for otherwise the receiving of 
the holy Communion doth 

mt 

nothing else but increase your 
damnation. Therefore if any 
of you be a blasphemer of God, 
an hinderer or slanderer of his 
Word, an adulterer, or be in 
malice or envy, or in any other 
grievous crime, repent you of 

vour sins, or else come not to 



that holy table; lest after the 
taking of that holy Sacrament, 
the devil enter into you, as he 
entered into Judas, and fill you 
full of all iniquities, and bring 
you to destruction both of body 
and soul. 

And because it is requisite 
that no man should come to 
the holy Communion but with 
a full tru*t in God s mercy, and 
with a quiet conscience, there 
fore if there be any of you who 
by this means cannot quiet his 
pwn conscience herein, but 
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requireth further comfort or 
counsel, let him come to me, 
or to some other discreet and 
learned Minister of God s 
Word, and open his grief; that 
by the ministry of God s holy 
Word he may receive the be 
nefit of absolution, together 
with ghostly counsel and ad 
vice, to the quieting of his 
conscience, and avoiding of all 
scruple and doubtfulness. 

Or in case he shall see the People 
negligent to come to the Holy Com 
munion, instead of the former he 
shall use this Exhortation. 

JD EARLY beloved brethren, on 

I intend, by God s grace, 

to celebrate the Lord s Supper: 
unto which, in God s behalf, I 
bid you all that are here pre 
sent; and beseech you for the 
Lord Jesus Christ s sake, that 
ye will not refuse to come 

^/ 

thereto, being so lovingly called 
and bidden by God himself. 
Ye know how grievous and 
unkind a thing it is, when a 
man hath prepared a rich feast, 
decked his table with all kind 
of provision, so that there lack- 
eth nothing, but the guests to 
sit down; and yet they who 
are called, without any cause, 
most un thankfully refuse to 
come. Which of you, in such 
a case, would not be moved ? 
Who would not think a great 
injury and wrong done unto 
him ? Wherefore, most dearly 
beloved in Christ, take ye good 
heed, lest ye, withdrawing 
yourselves from this holy 
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Supper, provoke God s indigna 
tion against you. It is an easy 
matter for a man to say, I will 
not communicate, because I am 
otherwise hindered with worldly 
business. But such excuses 
are not so easily accepted and 
allowed before God. If any 
man say, I am a grievous sin 
ner, and therefore am afraid to 
come ; wherefore then do ye not 
repent and amend ? When God 
calleth you, are ye not ashamed 
to say, ye will not come ? When 
ye should return to God, will 
ye excuse yourselves, and say, 
ye are not ready? Consider 
earnestly with yourselves, how 
little such feigned excuses will 
avail before God. TL y that 



refused the feast in the Gospel, 
because they had bought a 
farm or would try their yokes 
of oxen, or because they were 
married, were not so excused, 
but counted unworthy of the 
heavenly feast. I, for my part, 
shall be ready ; and according 
to mine office, I bid you in the 
name of God ; I call you in 
Christ s behalf; I exhort vou, 

V ^ 

as ye love your own salvation, 
that ye will be partakers of this 
holy Communion. And as the 
Son of God did vouchsafe to 
yield up his soul by death upon 
the cross for your salvation ; 
so it is your duty to receive the 
Communion in remembrance 
of the sacrifice of his death, as 
he himself hath commanded : 
Which if ye shall neglect to do, 
consider with yourselves, how 
153 



great injury ye do unto God, 
and how sore punishment 
hangeth over your heads for 
the same; when ye wilfully 
abstain from the Lord s Table, 
and separate from your bre 
thren, who come to feed on 
the banquet of that most 
heavenly food. These things 
if ye earnestly consider, ye will 
by God s grace return to a 
better mind: for the obtaining 
whereof we shall not cease 
to make our humble peti 
tions unto Almighty God our 
heavenly Father. 

At the time of the celebration of 
the Communion, the Communicants 
being conveniently placed for the 
receiving of the Holy Sacrament , 
the Priest shall say this Exhorta 
tion. 

D EARLY beloved in the Lord, 
ye that mind to come to the 
holy Communion of the body 
and blood of our Saviour 
Christ, must consider how 
Saint Paul exhorteth all per 
sons diligently to try and ex 
amine themselves, before they 

*&gt; 

presume to eat of that Bread, 
and drink of that Cup. For 
as the benefit is great, if 
with a true penitent heart and 
lively faith we receive that 
holy Sacrament; (for then we 
spiritually eat the Flesh of 
Christ, and drink his Blood; 
then we dwell in Christ, and 
Christ in us; we are one with 
Christ, and Christ with us:) 
so is the danger great, if we 
receive the same unworthily: 
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For then we are guilty of the 
Brxly and Blood of Christ our 
Saviour; \ve eat and drink our 
own damnation, not consider 
ing the Lord s Body; we kindle 
God s wrath against us; we 
provoke him to plague us with 
divers diseases, and sundry 
kinds of death. Judge there 
fore yourselves, brethren, that 
ye be not judged of the Lord : 
repent ye truly for your sins 
past; have a lively and stedfast 
faith in Christ our Saviour; 
amend your lives, and be in 
perfect charity with all men ; 
so shall ye be meet partakers 
of those holy mysteries. And 
above all things, ye must 
give most humble and hearty 
thanks to God the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
for the redemption of the 
world by the death and pas 
sion of our Saviour Christ, 
both God and man; who did 
humble himself, even to the 
death upon the cross, for us 
miserable sinners, who lay in 
darkness, and the shadow of 
death; that he might make 
ns the children of God, and 
exalt us to everlasting life. 
And to the end that we should 
ajway remember the exceeding- 
great love of our Master and 
only Saviour Jesus Christ, thus 
dying for us, und the innu 
merable benefits which by his 
precious blood-shedding he 
hath obtained to us, he hath 
instituted and ordained holy 
mvsteries, as pledges of his 
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love, and for a continual re 
membrance of his death, to 
our great and endless comfort. 
To him therefore, with the 
Father, and the Holy Ghost, 
let us give, as we are most 
bounden, continual thanks ;

And to take azcay all occasion of dissent ion and superstition, which any Person hath 
or might have concerning the Bread and Wine, it shall suffice that the Bread be 
such as is usual to be eaten, but the best and purest Wheat Bread that conveniently 
may be gotten. 

And if any of the Bread and Wine remain unconsec rated, the Curate shall have it to his 
ozcn use ; but if any remain of that which zcas consecrated, it shall not be carried out of 
the Church, but the Priest, and such otht r of the Communicants as he shall then call 
unto him, shall, immediately after the Blessing, reverent }/ eat and drink the same. 

The Bread and Wine for the Communion shall be provided by the Curate and the 
Churchzcardens, at the charges of the Parish. 

And note, that &very Parishioner shall communicate at the least three times in the year, of 
zrhich Easter to be one. And yearly at Easter every Parishioner shall reckon zcith the 
Parson, Vicar, or Curate, or his or their deputy or deputies ; and pay to them or him ail 
Ecclesiastical Duties accustonmbly due, then and at that time to be paid. 

After the Divine Service ended, the money given at the Offertory shall be disposed of to 
such pious and charitable uses as the Minister and Churchzcardens shall think Jit. 
Wherein if they disagree, it shall be disposed of as the Ordinary shall appoint.

For the Sacramental Bread and Wine remain 
still in their very natural substances; and therefore may not be adored; (for that 
were Idolatry to be abhorred of all faithful Christians :) and the natural Body and 
Blood of our Saviour Christ are in Heaven, and not here ; it being against the truth 
of Christ s natural Body to be at one time in more places than one."

THE People art to be admonished, that It is most convenient that ttnptism 
should not be administered but upon Sumdayf, and other Holy- Day*, when 
the most number of People come together ; as well for that the Congrega 
tion there present mat/ testify the rewiring of them that be newly baptized 
into the number of Christ** Church; as also because, in the Itaptism of 
Infants, every man prevent may be put in remembrance of his own pro 
fession made to God in his Jiaptism. For u hieh cause also it is expedient 
that Baptism be ministered in the vulgar tongue. \enrt/iele.ys, (if neces 
sity so require} Children may be baptized upon any other Day. 

And note, "Jliat there shall be for every -Male Child to be baptized, tiro God 
fathers and one. Godmother ; and for every Female, one Godfather and two 
Godmothers. 

U, hen there are Children to be baptized, the Parents shall give knowledge 
thereof over night, or iu, the morning before the beginning of JMorning 
Prayer, to the Curate. And then the Godfathers and Godmothers, and 
the People with the Children, must be ready at the Font, either immediately 
after the last .Lesson at Morning Prayer, or el-se immediately after the 
last Lesson at Erening Prayer, as the Curate by his discretion shall appoint.

WHEN any such Persons, as arc of Ripe ; Years, are to be baptized, timely 
notice shall be given to the Bishop, or whom he shall appoint for that pur 
pose^ a week before at the least, by the Parents, or some other discreet 
Persons; that so due care may be taken for their Examination, itfiether 
they be sufficiently instructed in the principles of the Christian Religion ; 
and that they may be exhorted to prepare themselves with Prayers and 
Fasting for the receiving of this holy Sacrament. 

And if they shall be found fit, then the Godfathers and Godmothers (the Peo~ 

pie being assembled upon the Sunday or Holy -Day appointed) shall be ready 

to present them at the Font, immediately after the second Lesson, either at 

Morning or Evening Prayer, as the Curate in his discretion shall think 

fit. 

And standing there, the Priest shall ask, Whether any of the Permits here 
presented be baptized, or no? JJ they shall answer No, then shall the Priest 
say thus : 
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DEARLY beloved, forasmuch 
as all men are conceived and 
born in sin ; and that which is 
born of the flesh is flesh, and 
they that are in the iiesh can 
not please God, but live in sin, 
committing many actual trans 
gressions ; and that our Saviour

For 
which cause Saint Peter the 
Apostle, when upon his first 
preaching of the Gospel many 
were pricked at the heart, and 
said to him and the rest of the 
Apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do ? replied and 
said unto them, Repent, and be 
baptized every one of you for 
the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost: For the promise 
is to you, and your children, 
and to all that are afar of} , even 
as many as the Lord our God

shall call. And with many 
other words exhorted he them, 
saying, Save yourselves from 
this untoward generation. For 
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(as the same Apostle testifieth 
in another place) even Baptism 
doth also now save us, (not the 
putting away of the filth of the 
ttesh, but the answer of a good 
conscience towards God,) by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
Doubt ye not therefore, but 
earnestly believe, that he will 
favourably receive these pre 
sent Persons, truly repenting, 
and coming unto him by faith ; 
that he will grant them re 
mission of their sins, and 
bestow upon them the Holy 
Ghost ; that he will give them 
the blessing of eternal life, and 
make them partakers of his 
everlasting kingdom. 

Wherefore, we being thus 
persuaded of the good will 
of our heavenly Father to 
wards these Persons, declared 
by his Son Jesus Christ; let 
us faithfully and devoutly give 
thanks to him, and say, 

ALMIGHTY and e verlast i n g

I PUBLISH the Banns of Mar 
riage between M. of 

and N. of . If any of 

you know cause or just impedi 
ment, why these two Persons 
should not be joined together 
in holy Matrimony, ye are to 
declare it : This is the first, 
[second, or thlrd~\ time of 
asking. 

o 

And if the Persons that are to be 
married dwell in divers Parishes, 
the Banns must be asked in both 
Parishes ; and the Curate of the one 
Parish shall not solemnize Matri 
mony bettcixt them, ivithout a cer 
tificate of the Banns being thrice 
asked from the Curate of the other 
Parish. 

At the day and time, appointed for 

Solemnization of Matrimony, the 

Persons to be married shall come 

Into the body of the Church with 
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their Friends and Neighbours : and 
there standing together, the Man 
on the right hand, and the Woman 
on the left, . the Priest shall say, 

i) EARLY beloved, we are 
gathered together here in the 
sight of God, and in the face 
of this Congregation, to join 
together this Man and this 
Woman in holy Matrimony; 
which is an honourable estate, 
instituted of God in the time 
of man s innocency, signifying 
unto us the mystical union that is 
betwixt Christ and his Church : 
which holy estate Christ adorn 
ed and beautified with his pre 
sence, and first miracle that 
he wrought in Cana of Galilee ; 
and is commended of Saint 
Paul to be honourable among 
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all men : and therefore is not 
by any to be enterprized, nor 
taken in hand unadvisedly, 
lightly, or wantonly, to satisfy 
men s carnal lusts and appetites, 
like brute beasts that have no 
understanding; but reverently, 
discreetly, advisedly, soberly, 
and in the fear of God; duly 
considering the causes for which 
Matrimony was ordained. 

First, it was ordained for the 
procreation of children, to be 
brought up in the fear and 
nurture of the Lord, and to the 
praise of his holy Name. 

Secondly, it was ordained for 
a remedy against sin, and to 
avoid fornication; that such 
persons as have not the gift 
of continency might marry, 
and keep themselves undefiled 
members of Christ s b&lt;,oy. 

Thirdly, it was ordained for 

/ * 

the mutual society, help, and 
comfort, that the one ought to 
have of the other, both in pros 
perity and adversity ; 

Into which holy estate these 
t\vo Persons present come now 
to be joined. Therefore if 
any man can shew any just 
cause, why they may not law 
fully be joined together, let 
him now speak, or else here 
after for ever hold his peace. 

And also, speaking unto the Persons 
that shall be married, he shall sat/, 

I REGLUIRE and charge you 
both (as ye will answer at the 
dreadful day of judgement, 
when the secrets of all hearts 
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shall be disclosed) that if either 
of you know any impediment, 
why ye may not be lawfully 
joined together in Matrimony, 
ye do now confess it. For be 
ye well assured, that so many 
as are coupled together other 
wise than God s Word doth 
allow, are not joined together 

bv God, neither is their Ma- 

j 

trimony lawful. 

At which day of Marriage, if any 
man do allege and declare any im 
pediment, tchy they may not be 
coupled together in Matrimony by 
God s Law, or the Laws of this 
Realm ; and will be bound, and 
sufficient Sureties icith him, to the 
Parties ; or else put in a caution 
(to the full value of such charges at 
the Persojis to be married do thereby 
sustain ) to prore his allegation ; 
then the Solemnization must be de 
ferred, until such time as the truth 
be tried. 

If no impediment be alleged, then shall 
the Curate say unto the Man, 

M. WILT thou have this 
Woman to thy wedded wife, to 
live together after God s ordi 
nance in the holy estate of 
Matrimony? Wilt thou love 
her, comfort her, honour, and 
keep her in sickness and in 
health ; and, forsaking all other, 
keep thee only unto her, so 
long as ye both shall live? 

The. Man shall answer, I will. 

Then shall the Priest say unto the 
Woman, 

N. WILT thou have this Man 
to thy wedded husband, to live 
together after God s ordinance 
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in the holy estate of Matri 
mony? Wilt tliou obey him, 
serve him, love, honour, and 
keep him in sickness and in 
health ; and, forsaking all other, 
keep thee only unto him, so 
long as ye both shall live? 

17ie Woman shall answer, I will. 

Then shall the Minister say, 

Who giveth this Woman to 
be married to this Man? 

Then shall they give their froth to 
each other in this manner : 

T?ie Minister receiving the Woman at 
her Fathers or Friend s hands, 
shall cause the Man with his right 
hand to take, the Woman by her 
right hand, and to say after him gs 
followeth ; 

1 J/. take thee A T . to my wed 
ded wife, to have and to hold, 
from this day forward, for better 
for worse, for richer for poorer, 
in sickness and in health, to 
love and to cherish, till death 
us do part, according to God s 
holy ordinance ; and thereto 
I plight thee my troth. 

Then shall they hose their hands ; 
and the Woman with her right 
hand taking the Man by his right 
hand, shall likewise say after the 
Minister; 

1 N". take thee M. to my wed 
ded husband, to have and to 
hold, from this day forward, for 
better for worse, for richer for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, 
to love, cherish, and to obey, till 
death us do part, according to 
God s holy ordinance; and 
thereto I give thee my troth. 
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Then shall they again loose th&lt; 
hands ; end the Man shall give 
unto the Woman a Ring;, faying 
the same upon the Hook, irilh the 
accustomed duty to the Priest and 
Clerk. And the Priest taking the 
Ring, shall deliver it unto the Man 
to put it upon the fourth finger of 
the Woman s left hand. And the 
Alan holding the Ring there, and 
taught by the Priest, shall say, 

\ViTH this Ring I thee wed, 
with my body I thee worship, 
and with all iny worldly goods 
I thee endow : In the Name of 
the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen . 

Then the Man leaving the Ring upon 
the fourth finger of the [Ionian s 
left hand, they shall both kneel 
down, and the Minister shall say, 

Let us pray, 

O ETERNAL God, Creator 
and Preserver of all mankind, 
giver of all spiritual grace, the 
author of everlasting life ; 
Send thy blessing upon these 
thy servants, this Man and this 
Woman, whom we bless in 
thy Name: that as Isaac and 
Rebecca lived faithfully to 
gether, so these persons may 
surely perform and keep the 
vow and covenant betwixt 
them made, (whereof this Ring 
given and received is a token 
and pledge;) and may ever re 
main in perfect love and peace 
together, and live according to 
thy laws, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the Priest join their right 
hands together, and say, 

Those whom God hath joined 
together, let no man put asunder. 
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Then shall the Minister speak unto 
the People. 

FORASMUCH as M. and N. 
have consented together in 
holy wedlock, and luive wit 
nessed the same before God and 
this company, and thereto have 
given and pledged their Uoth 
either to other, and have de 
clared the same by giving and 
receiving of a Ring, and by 
joining of hands; I pronounce 
that they be Man and Wife

together, In the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

And the. Minister shall add this 
Blearing. 

CTOD the Father, God the Son, 
God the Holy Ghost, bless, 
preserve, and keep you; the 
Lord mercifully with his favour 
look upon you ; and so fill you 
with all spiritual benediction 
and grace, that ye may so live 
together in this life, that in the 
world to come ye may have 
life everlasting. Amen. 

Then the Minister or Clerics, going to 
the Lord s Table, shall say or sing 
this Psalm following :

After which, if there be r.o Sermon 
declaring the duties of Man and 
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Wife, the Minister sfall read as 
folloiveth. 

ALL ye that are married, or 
that intend to take the holy 
estate of Matrimony upon you, 
hear what the holy Scripture 
doth say, as touching the 
duty of husbands towards their 
wives, and wives towards their 
husbands. 

St. Paul, in his Epistle to 
theEphesians,the fifth chapter, 
doth give this commandment 
to all married men ; Husbands, 

love your wives, even as Christ 

/ 

also loved the Church, and 
gave himself for it; that he 
might sanctify and cleanse it 
with the washing of water, 
by the Word; that he might 
present it to himself a glo 
rious Church, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such 

thing; but that it should be 

&lt;? 

holy, and without blemish. 
So ought men to love their 
wives us their own bodies. He 
that loveth his wife, loveth 
himself. For no man ever yet 
hated his own flesh, but 
nourisheth and cherisheth it, 
even as the Lord the Church: 
for we are members of his 
body, of his flesh, and of his 
bones. For this cause shall 
a man leave his father and 
mother, and shall be join 
ed unto his wife, and they 
two shall be one flesh. This 
is a great mvsterv: but 

O */ 

speak concerning Christ and 
the Church. Nevertheless, let 
every one of you in particular 
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so love his wife even as him 
self. 

Likewise the same Saint 
Paul, writing to the Colossians, 
speaketh thus to all men that 
are married ; Husbands, love 
your wives, and be not bitter 
against them. 

Hear also what Saint Peter, 
the Apostle of Christ, who was 
himself a married man, saith 
unto them that are married; 
Ye husbands, dwell with your 
wives according to knowledge; 
giving honour unto the wife, 
as unto the weaker vessel, and 
as being heirs together of the 
grace of life ; that your prayers 
be not hindered. 

Hitherto ye have heard the 
duty of the husband toward 
the wife. Now likewise, ye 
wives, hear and learn your 
duties toward your husbands, 
even as it is plainly set forth 
in holy Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the afore 
named Epistle to the Ephesians, 
teacheth you thus ; Wives, 
submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as unto the 
Lord. For the husband is 
the head of the wife, even as 
Christ is the head of the 
Church: and he is the Saviour 
of the body. Therefore as 
the Church is subject unto 
Christ, so let the wives be to 
their own husbands in every 



rimony. 

thing. And again he sai 
Let the wife see that she 
reverence her husband. 

And in his Epistle to the 
Colossians, Saint Paul giveth 
you this short lesson ; Wives, 
submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is fit in 
the Lord. 

Saint Peter also doth instruct 
you very well, thus saying; Ye 
wives, be in subjection to your 
own husbands ; that if any 
obey not the word, they also 
may without the word be won 
by the conversation of the 
wives; while they behold your 
chaste conversation coupled 
with fear. Whose adorning, 
let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, 
and of wearing of gold, or of 
putting on of apparel ; but let 
it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament 
of a meek and quiet spirit, 
which is in the sight of God 
of great price. For after this 
manner in the old time the 
holy women also, who trusted 

V * 

in God, adorned themselves, 
being in subjection unto thein 
own husbands ; even as Sarah 
obeyed Abraham, calling him 
lord; whose daughters ye are 
as long as ye do well, and 
are not afraid with any amaze 
ment.

HE MEMBER not, Lord, our 
iniquities, nor the iniquities of 
our forefathers: Spare us, good 
Lord, spare thy people, whom 
thou hast redeemed with thy 
most precious blood; and be 
not angry with us for ever. 
Answ. Spare us, good Lord. 

Then the Minister shall say, 

Let us pray. 

Lord, have mercy upon us. 
Christ^ have mercy upon us. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 

OUR Father, which art in 
heaven, Hallowed be thy 
Name; Thy kingdom come; 
Thy will be done in earth, 
as it is in heaven: Give us this 
day our daily bread ; And for 
give us our trespasses, as we 
forgive them that trespass 
against us; And lead us not 
into temptation, But deliver 
us from evil. Arnen. 

Minister. O Lord, save thy 
servant ;

Then shall the Minister exhort the sick 
Person after this form, or other 
like. 

DEARLY beloved, know this, 
that Almighty God is the 
Lord of life and death, and of 
all things to them pertaining, 
as youth, strength, health, age, 
weakness, and sickness. Where 
fore, whatsoever your sickness 
is, know you certainly, that it is 
God s visitation. And for what 
cause soever this sickness is 
sent unto you ; whether it he 
to try your patience for the 
example of others, and that 
your faith may be found in the 
day of the Lord, laudable, glo 
rious, and honourable, to the 
increase of glory and endless 
felicity ; or else it be sent unto 
you to correct and amend in 
you whatsoever doth offend 

v 

the eyes of your heavenly 
Father; know you certainly, 
that if you truly repent you

of your sins, and bear your 
sickness patiently, trusting in 
God s mercy, for his dear Son 
Jesus Christ s sake, and ren 
der unto him humble thanks 
for his fatherly visitation, sub 
mitting yourself wholly unto 
his will, it shall turn to your 
profit, and help you forward in 
the right way that leadeth 
unto everlasting life. 

If the Person visited be very svWr, then 
the Curate may end his Exhor 
tation in this place, or else proceed. 

1 ARE therefore in good part 
the chastisement of the Lord: 
For (as Saint Paul saith in the 
twelfth chapter to the Hebrews) 
" whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. If ye 
endure chastening, Goddealeth 
with you, as with sons; for 
what son is he, whom the father 
chasteneth not? But if ye be 
without chastisement, whereof 
all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. Fur 
thermore, we have had fathers 
of our flesh, which corrected 
us, and we gave them reve 
rence: shall we not much 
rather be in subjection unto the 
Father of spirits, and live? 
For they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their own 
pleasure ; but he for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of 
his holiness." These words, 
good brother, are written in 
holy Scripture for our comfort 

and instruction ; that we should 
O 



patientlv, and with thanks 
giving, bear our heavenly Fa 
ther s correction, whensoever 
by any manner of adversity it 
shall please his gracious good 
ness to visit us. And there 
should be no greater comfort 
to Christian persons, than to 
be made like unto Christ, by 
suffering patiently adversities, 
troubles, and sicknesses. For 
he himself went not up to joy, 
but first he suffered pain; he 
entered not into his glory, 
before he was crucified. So 
truly our way to eternal joy is 
to suffer here with Christ; and 
our door to enter into eternal 
life, is gladly to die with Christ; 
that we may rise again from 
death, and dwell with him in 
everlasting life. Now, there 
fore, taking your sickness,

I shall rehearse to you the 
Articles of our Faith; that 
you may know whether you 
do believe as a Christian man 
should, or no. 

Here the Minister shall rehearse the 
Articles of the Faith, saying thus: 

DOST thou believe in God 
the Father Almighty, Maker 
of heaven and earth ? 

And in Jesus Christ his only- 
begotten Son our Lord ? And 
that he was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin 
Mary; that he suffered under 
Pontius Pilate, was crucified, 
dead, and buried ; that he went 
down into hell, and also did 
rise again the third day; that 
he ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth on the right hand of 



which is thus profitable for 
you, patiently; I exhort you, 
in the Name of God, to 
remember the profession which 
you made unto God in your 
Baptism. And forasmuch as 
after this life there is an 
account to be given unto the 

o 

righteous Judge, by whom all 
must be judged without re 
spect of persons ; I require you 
to examine yourself and your 
estate, both toward God and 
man; so that accusing and 
condemning yourself for your 
own faults, you may find mercy 
at our heavenly Father s hand 
for Christ s sake, and not be 
accused and condemned in that 
fearful judgement. Therefore 



God the Father Almighty; 
and from thence shall come 
again at the end of the world, 
to judge the quick and the 
dead? 

And dost thou believe in the 
Holy Ghost ; the holy Catholic 
Church ; the communion of 
saints ; the remission of sins ; 
the resurrection of the flesh ; 
and everlasting life after death ? 

The sick Person shall answer, 
All this I stedfastly believe. 

Then shall the Minister examint 
whether he repent him truly of his 
sins, and be in charity with all the 
u*rld ; exhorting him to forgive, 
from the bottom of his heart, all 
Persons that have offended him: 
find if he hath offended any other,

t-o ask them forgiveness ; and 
where he hath done injury or wrong 
to any man, (hat he make amends to 
the uttermost of his power. And if 
he hath not before disposed of his 
goods, let him then be admonished 
to make his Will, and to declare 
his Debts t what heoweth, andwiiat 
is owing unto him ; for the better 
discharging of his Conscience, and 
the quietness of his Executors. But 
mn should often be put in remem 
brance to take order for the settling 
of their temporal estates whilst they 
are in health. 

These words, before rehearsed, may be 
said before the Minister begin his 
Prayer, as he shall see cause. 

The Minister should not omit earnestly 
to more such sick Persons, as are 
of ability, to be liberal to the Poor. 

Here shall the sick Person be moved 
to make a special Confession of his 
sins, if he feel his Conscience trou 
bled with any weighty matter. 
After which Confession the Priest 
shall abselre him (if he humbly 
and heartily desire it} after this 
sort : 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ, who 
hath left power to his Church 
to absolve all sinners who 
truly repent, and believe in 
him ; of his great mercy forgive 
thee thine offences: and by 
his authority committed to me, 
[ absolve thee from all thy sins, 
In the Name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

And then the Priest shall say the 
Collect following. 

Let us pray. 

O MOST merciful God, who 
according to the multitude of

thy mercies dost so put away the 
sins of those who truly repent, 
that thou rememberest them no 
more ; Open thine eye of 
mercy upon this thy servant, 
who most earnestly desireth 
pardon and forgiveness.

COMMUNION OF THE SICK. 



FORA SMUCH as all mortal men be subject to many sydden perils, diseases, 
and sicknesses, and ever uncertain ivhat time they shall depart out of this life ; 
therefore, to the intent they may he always in a readiness to die, whensoever it 
shall please Almighty Cod to call them, the Curates shall diligently from 
time to time (but especially in the time of pestilence, or other infectious 
sickness} exhort their Parishioners to the often receiving of the Holy Com 
munion of the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ, when it shall be pub- 
lickly administered in the Church; that so doing, they may, in case of sudden 
visitation, have the less cause to be disquieted for lack of the same. But 
if the sick Person be not able to cwne to the Church, and yet is desirous to 
receive the Communion in his house ; then he must give timely notice to the 
Curate, signifying alto &WD many there are to communicate with him, (ivhich 
shall be three, or two at the least ;) and having a convenient place in the sick 
Man s house, with all things necessary so prepared, that the Curate may 
reverently minister; he shall there celebrate the Holy Communion, beginning 
with the Collect : , Epistle, and Gospel, here following. 



The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY, everliving God,, 
Maker of mankind, who dost 
correct those whom thou dost 
love, and chastise every one 
whom thou dost receive; We 
beseech thee to have mercy 
upon this thy servant visited 
with thine hand; and to grant 
that he may take his sickness 
patiently, and recover his bodily 
health, if it be thy gracious will ; 
and whensoever his soul shall 
depart from the body, it may 
be without spot presented unto 
thee, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 



The Epistle. Heb. xii. v. 

JVlY son, despise not thou 
the chastening of the Lord, 
nor faint when thou art re 
buked of him.

But ij a man, ^either by reason of extremity of sickness, or for want of warning in due 
time to the Curate, or for lack of company to receive with him, or by any other just impe 
diment, do not receive the Sacrament of Christ s Body and Wood; thl Curate shall instruct 
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him, that if he. Jo truli/ repent him of his sins, and stedf astly lelicTe that Jesus Christ hath 
suffered death upon the cross for him, and shed his Blood for his redefinition; earnestly 
remembering the benefits lie hath tncrcby, and Airing him hearty thanks therefore ; he doth 
eat and drink the Body and Blood cf our Saviour Christ profitably to his soul s health, 
although he do not receive the Sacrament icith his mouth. 

When the sick Person is visited, and rcccireth the Holy Communion all at one time, then the 
Priest, for more expedition, shall cut off" the Form of the Visitation at the Psalm [In thec, 
O Lord, have I put my trust, &c.] and go straight to the Communion. 

In the time of the Plague, Sweat, or such other like contagious times of sickness or diseases, 
nh&lt;n n^ne of the Parish or Neighbours can be gotten to Communicate uith the Sick in 
thtir hoasex, for. Jeer of the infection; upu/i special request of the di&asedj the Minister 
i,iay only commit nu ate with him.

HERE is to be noted, That the Office ensuing is not to be used for any 
that die unbaplizcd, or excommunicate, or have laid violent hands upon 
themselves. 

ITie Priest and Chrks meeting the Corpse at the entrance of the Church-yard, 
and going before it, cither into the Church, or towards the Grave, shall 
say, or sing, 



I AM the resurrection and the 
life, saith the Lord: he that 
believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live: 
and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me, shall never 
die. John xi. 25, 26. 

1 KNOW that my Redeemer 
liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the 
earth.

God: whom I shall see for 
myself, and mine eyes shall 
behold, and not another.

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since by man came death, by 
man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. For as in Adam 
all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive. But every 
man in his own order : Christ 
the first-fruits; afterward they 
that are Christ s at his coming. 
Then cometh the end, when he 
shall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God, even the 
Father; when he shall have 
put down all rule and all autho 
rity and power. For he must 
reign, till he hath put all 
enemies under his feet. The 
last enemy that shall be de 
stroyed is death. For he hath 
put all things under his feet. 
But when he saith, All things 
are put under him, it is mani 
fest that he is excepted, which 
did put all thir\gs under him. 
And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall 
the Son also himself be sub 
ject unto him that put all 
things under him, that God 
may be all in all. Else what 

j 

shall they do which are bap 
tized for the dead, if the dead 
rse not at all ? Why are they 
then baptized for the dead ? and 
why stand we in jeopardy every 
hour ? I protest by your re 
joicing, which I have in Christ 
Jesus our Lord, I die daily. 
If after the manner of men 
I have fought with beasts at 
Ephesus, what advantageth it 
me, if the dead rise not? Let 
us eat and drink; for to-mor 
row we die. Be not deceived : 
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evil communications corrupt 
good manners. Awake to 
righteousness, and sin not; for 
some have not the knowledge 
of God: I speak this to your 
shame. But some man will 
say, How are the dead raised 
up? and with what body do 
they come ? Thou fool, that 
which thou sowest is not quick 
ened, except it die: and that 
which thou sowest, thou sowest 
not that body that shall be, 
but bare grain, it may chance 
of wheat, or of some other 
grain: but God giveth it a 
body as it hath pleased him, 
and to every seed his own 
body. All flesh is not the 
same flesh: but there is one 
kind of flesh of men, another 
flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial ; but the 
glory of the celestial is one, 
and the glory of the terrestrial 
is another. There is one glory 
of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory 
of the stars : for one star dif- 
fereth from another star in 
glory. So also is the resurrec 
tion of the dead. It is sown 
in corruption; it is raised in 
incorruption: it is sown in 
dishonour; it is raised in glory : 
it is sown in weakness ; it is 
raised in power: it is sown a 
natural body; it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a 
natural body, and there is a 
spiritual body. And so it is 
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written, The first man Adam 
was made a living soul, the last 
Adam was made a quickening 
spirit. Howbeit, that was not 
first which is spiritual, but that 
which is natural ; and afterward 
that which is spiritual. The 
first man is of the earth, earthy ; 
the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the earthy, 
such are they that are earthy : 
and as is the heavenly, such 
are they also that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the 
image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear the image of the 
heavenly. Now this I say, 
brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God; neither doth corruption 
inherit incorruption. Behold, 
I shew you a mystery: We 
shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump : for the 
trumpet shah sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incor 
ruptible, and we shall be 
changed. For this corruptible 
must put on incorruption, and 
this mortal must put on im 
mortality. So when this 
corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality ; 
then shall be brought to pass 
the saying that is written, 
Death is swallowed up in vic 
tory. O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy 
victory? The sting of death is 
sin, and the strength of sin is 



the law. But 

God, which giveth us the vic 
tory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye stedfast, un- 
moveable,, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord, foras 
much as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the 
Lord.

places of Scripture; and that 
ye should answer to every sen 
tence, Amen: To the intent, 
that being admonished of the

great indignation of God against 
sinners, ye may the rather be 
moved to earnest and true 
repentance; and may walk 



more warily in these dangerous 
days; fleeing from such vices, 
for which ye affirm with your 
own mouths the curse of God 
to be due.

and meekness of heart; be 
wailing and lamenting our

sinful life, acknowledging and 
confessing our offences, and 
seeking to bring forth worthy 
fruits of penance. For now 
is the axe put unto the root 
of the trees; so that every 
tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit, is hewn down and 
cast into the fire. It is a fear 
ful thing to fall into the hands 
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of the living God: he shall 
pour down rain upon the sin 
ners, snares, fire and brimstone, 
storm and tempest; this shall 
be their portion to drink. 
For, lo, the Lord is corne out 
of his place, to visit the wicked 
ness of such as dwell upon the 
earth.

they hated knowledge, and 
received not the fear of the 
Lord ; but abhorred my coun 
sel, and despised my correction.

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Then shall it be too late to 
knock, when the door shall 
be shut; and too late to cry 
for IIKTCV, when it is the time 
of justice. O terrible voice of 
most just judgement, which 
shall be pronounced upon 
them, when it shall be said 
unto them, Go, ye cursed, 
into the fire everlasting, which 
is prepared for the devil 
and his angels! Therefore, 
brethren, take we heed betime, 
while the day of salvation 
lasteth; for the night cometh, 
when none can work. But 
let us, while we have the light, 
believe in the light, and walk 
as children of the light; that 
we be not cast into utter 
darkness, where is weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. Let 
us not abuse the goodness of 
God, who calleth us merci 
fully to amendment; and of 
his endless pity promiseth us 
forgiveness of that which is 
past, if with a perfect and 
true heart we return unto 
him. For though ^ur sins

be as red as scarlet, they 

shall be made white as snow; 
and though they be like 
purple, yet they shall be 
made white as wool. Turn 
ye (saith the Lord) from all 
your wickedness, and your 
sins shall not be your de 
struction. Cast away from 
you all your ungodliness that 
ye have done; make you 
new hearts and a new spirit: 
Wherefore will ye die, O ye 
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house of Israel? seeing that 
I have no pleasure in the 
death of him that dieth, 
saith the Lord God: Turn 
ye then, and ye shall live. 
Although we have sinned, yet 
have we an Advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous; and he is the pro 
pitiation for our sins.

WHY standest thou so far 
off, O Lord : and hidest thy 
face in the needful time of 
trouble ? 

2 The ungodly for his own 
lust doth persecute the poor : 
let them be taken in the crafty 
wiliness that they have ima 
gined. 
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3 For the ungodly hath 
made boast of his own heart s 
desire : and speaketh good of 
the covetous, whom God ab- 
horreth. 

4 The ungodly is so proud, 
that he careth not for God : 
neither is God in all his 
thoughts. 

5 His ways are alway griev 
ous : thy judgements are far 
above out of his sight, and 
therefore defieth he all his 
enemies.

6 For he hath said in his 
heart, Tush, I shall never be 
cast down : there shall no harm 
happen unto me. 

7 His mouth is full of 
cursing, deceit, and fraud : 
under his tongue is ungodli 
ness and vanity. 

8 He sitteth lurking in the 
thievish corners of the streets : 
and privily in his lurking dens 
doth he murder the innocent; 
his eyes are set against the poor. 

9 For he lieth waiting se 
cretly; even as a lion lurketh 
he in his den : that he may 
ravish the poor. 

10 He doth ravish the poor : 
when he getteth him into his 
net. 

11 He falleth down, and 
humbleth himself : that the 
congregation of the poor may 
fall into the hands of his cap 
tains.

thou that makest the outgoings 
of the morning and evening to 
praise thee. 

9 Thou visitest the earth, 
and blessest it : thou makest it 
very plenteous. 

10 The river of God is full 
of water : thou preparest their 
corn ; for so thou pro vide st for 
the earth. 

11 Thou waterest her fur 
rows, thou sendest rain into 
the little valleys thereof : thou 
makest it soft with the drops of 
rain, and blessest the increase 
of it. 

1 2 Thou crownest the year 
with thy goodness : and thy 
clouds drop fatness. 

13 They shall drop upon the 
dwellings of the wilderness : 
and the little hills shall rejoice 
on every side. 

1 4 The folds shall be full of 
sheep : the valleys also shall 
stand so thick with corn, that 
they shall laugh and sing.

2 Say unto God, O how 
wonderful art thou in thy 
works : through the greatness 
of thy power shall thine ene 
mies be found liars unto thee. 

3 For all the world shall 
worship thee : sing of thee, 
and praise thy Name. 

4 O come hither, and be 
hold the works of God : how 
wonderful he is in his doing 
toward the children of men!

1 1 Thou sufFeredst men to 
ride over our heads : we went 
through fire and water, and 
thou broughtest us out into 
a wealthy place. 

1 2 I will go into thine house 
with burnt-ofFei*ings : and will 
pay thee my vows, which 
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I promised with my lips, and 
spake with my mouth, when 
I was in trouble. 

13 I will offer unto thee fat 
burnt-sacrifices, with the in 
cense of rams : I will offer 
bullocks and oats.

14 O come hither, and 
hearken, all ye that fear God : 
and I will tell you what he 
hath done for my soul. 

15 I called unto him wjth 
my mouth : and gave him 
praises with my tongue. 

16 If I incline unto wicked 
ness with mine heart : the 
Lord will not hear me. 

1 7 But God hath heard me : 
and considered the voice of my 
prayer. 

18 Praised be God, who 
hath not cast out my prayer : 
nor turned his mercy from 
me.

9 Thou, O God, sentest 
a gracious rain upon thine in 
heritance : and refreshedst it, 
when it was weary. 

10 Thy congregation shall 
dwell therein : for thou, O God, 
hast of thy goodness prepared 
for the poor. 

1 1 The Lord gave the word : 
great was the company of the 
preachers. 

12 Kings with their armies 
did flee, and were discomfited : 
and they of the household 
divided the spoil. 

13 Though ye have lien 
among the pots, yet shall ye 
be as the wings of a dove : 
that is covered with silver 
wings, and her feathers like 
gold. 

1 4 When the Almighty scat 
tered kings for their sake : then 
Were they as white as snow in 
Salmon. 

15 As the hill of Basan, so 
is God s hill : even an high 
hill, as the hill of Basan. 

1 6 Why hop ve so, ye high 
hills? this is God s hill, in the 
which it pleaseth him to dwell : 
yea, the Lord will abide in it 
for ever. 
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17 The chariots of God are 
twenty thousand, even thou 
sands of angels : and the Lord 
is among them, as in the holy 
place of Sinai. 

18 Thou art gone up on 
high, thou hast led captivity 
captive, and received gifts for 
men : yea, even for thine 
enemies, that the Lord God 
might dwell among them.

12 Lo, these are the un 
godly, these prosper in the 
world, and these have riches 
in possession : and I said, 
Then have I cleansed my 
heart in vain, and washed 
mine hands in innocency. 

13 All the day long have 
I been punished : and chast 
ened every morning. 

14 Yea, and I had almost 
said even as they : but lo, 
then I should have con 
demned the generation of thy 
children. 

15 Then thought I to un 
derstand this : but it was too 
hard for me ; 

16 Until I went into the 
sanctuary of God : then un 
derstood I the end of these 
men;

and all the men, whose hands 
were mighty, have found no 
thing. 

6 At thy rebuke, O God of 
Jacob : both the chariot and 
horse are fallen. 

7 Thou, even thou, art to be 
feared : and who may stand 
in thy sight, when thou art 
angry ? 

8 Thou didst cause thy 
judgement to be heard from 
heaven : the earth trembled, 
and was still, 

9 When God arose to judge 
ment : and to help all the meek 
upon earth. 

10 The fierceness of man 
shall turn to thy praise : and 
the fierceness of them shalt 
thou refrain. 

11 Promise unto the Lord 
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your God, and keep it, all ye 
that are round about him : 
bring presents unto him that 
ought to be feared. 

12 He shall refrain the 
spirit of princes : and is won 
derful among the kings of the 
earth. 

Ps. Ixxvii. Voce maa. 

1 WILL cry unto God with 
my voice : even unto God 
will I cry with my voice, 
and he shall hearken unto 
me. 

2 In the time of my trouble 
I sought the Lord : my sore 
ran, and ceased not in the 
night-season; my soul refused 
comfort. 

3 When I am in heaviness, 
I will think upon God : when 
my heart is vexed, I will com 
plain. 

4 Thou boldest mine eyes 
Waking : I am so feeble, that 
I cannot speak. 

5 I have considered the days 
of old : and the years that are 
past. 

6 I call to remembrance 
my song : and in the night 
I commune with mine own 
heart, and search out my 
spirits. 

7 Will the Lord absent him 
self for ever : and will he be 
no more intreated ? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone 
for ever : and is his promise 
come utterly to an end for 
evermore ? 

9 Hath God forgotten to be 
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gracious : and will he shut up 
his loving-kindness in displea 
sure ? 

10 And I said, It is mine 
own infirmity : but I will re 
member the years of the right 
hand of the Most Highest. 

11 I will remember the 
works of the Lord : and call 
to mind thy wonders of old 
time. 

12 I will think also of all 
thy works : and my talking 
shall be of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, O God, is 
holy : who is so great a God as 
our God ? 

1 4 Thou art the God that 
doest wonders : and hast de 
clared thy power among the 
people. 

15 Thou hast mightily de 
livered thy people : even the 
sons of Jacob and Joseph. 

16 The waters saw thee, 
O God, the waters saw thee, 
and were afraid : the depths 
also were troubled. 

I/ The clouds poured out 
water; the air thundered : and 
thine arrows went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy thun 
der was heard round about : 
the lightnings shone upon the 
ground; the earth was moved, 
and shook withal. 

19 Thy way is in the sea, 
and thy paths in the great 
waters : and thy footsteps are 
not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people 
like sheep : by the hand of 
Moses and Aaron.

8 That they might put their 
trust in God : and not to for 
get the works of God, but to 
keep his commandments; 

9 And not to be as their 
forefathers, a faithless and 
stubborn generation : a gene 
ration that set not their heart 
aright, and whose spirit cleav- 
cth not stedfastly unto God; 

10 Like as the children of 
Ephraim : who being har 
nessed^ and carrying bows, 

273 



them. 

13 Marvellous things did he 
in the sight of our forefathers, 
in the land of Egypt : even in 
the field of Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and 
let them go through : he made 
the waters to stand on an heap. 

15 In the day-time also he 
led them with a cloud : and 
all the night through with a 
light of fire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks 
in the wilderness : and gave 
them drink thereof, as it had 
been out of the great depth. 

17 He brought waters out 
of the stony rock : so that it 
gushed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this they 
sinned more against him : and 
provoked the Most Highest in 
the wilderness. 

19 They tempted God in 
their hearts : and required 
meat for their lust. 

20 They spake against God 
also, saying : Shall God pre 
pare a table in the wilderness? 

21 He smote the stony rock 
indeed, that the waters gushed 
out, and the streams flowed 
withal : but can he give bread 
also, or provide flesh for his 
people ? 
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22 When the Lord heard 
tliis, he was wroth : so the tire 
was kindled in Jacob, and there 
rame up heavy displeasure 
against Israel ; 

23 Because they believed 
not in God : and put not their 
trust in his help. 

24 So he commanded the 
clouds above : and opened the 
doors of heaven. 

25 He rained down manna 
also upon them for to eat : 
and gave them food from 
heaven. 

26 So man did eat angels 
food : for he sent them meat 
enough. 

27 He caused the east-wind 
to blow under heaven : and 
through his power he brought 
in the south-west wind. 

28 He rained flesh upon 
them as thick as dust : and 
feathered fowls like as the sand 
of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their 
tents : even round about their 
habitation. 

30 So they did eat, and were 
well filled; for he gave them 
their own desire : they were 
not disappointed of their lust. 

31 But while the meat was 
yet in their mouths, the heavy 
wrath of God came upon them, 
and slew the wealthiest of 
them : yea, and smote down 
the chosen men that were in 
Israel. 

32 But for all this they 
sinned yet more : and be 
lieved not his wondrous works. 

J74 
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33 Therefore their days did 
he consume in vanity : and 
their years in trouble. 

31 When he slew them, 
they sought him : and turned 
them early, and inquired after 
God. 

35 And they remembered 
that God was their strength : 
and that the high God was 
their Redeemer. 

36* Nevertheless, they did 
but flatter him with their 
mouth : and dissembled with 
him in their tongue. 

37 For their heart was not 
whole with him : neither con 
tinued they stedfast in his 
covenant. 

38 But he was so merciful, 
that he forgave their misdeeds : 
and destroyed them not. 

39 Yea, many a time turned 
he his wrath away : and would 
not suffer his whole displeasure 
to arise. 

40 For he considered, that 
they were but flesh : and that 
they were even a wind that 
passeth away, and cometh not 



41 Many a time did they 
provoke him in the wilder 
ness : and grieved him in the 
desert. 

42 They turned back, and 
tempted God : and moved the 
Holy One in Israel. 

43 They thought not of his 
hand : and of the day when he 
delivered them from the hand 
of the enemy; 

44 How he had wrought his 
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and his 
wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters 
into blood : so that they might 
not drink of the rivers. 

46 He sent lice among them, 
and devoured them up : and 
frogs to destroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto 
the caterpillar : and their la 
bour unto the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines 
with hailstones : and their 
mulberry-trees with the frost. 

49 He smote their cattle also 
with hailstones : and their 
flocks with hot thunder-holts. 

50 He cast upon them the 
furiousness of his wrath, anger, 
displeasure, and trouble : and 
sent evil angels among them. 

51 He made a way to his 
indignation, and spared not 
their soul from death : but 
gave their life over to the 
pestilence ; 

52 And smote all the first 
born in Egypt : the most prin 
cipal and mightiest in the 
dwellings of Ham. 

53 But as for his own people, 
he led them forth like sheep : 
and carried them in the wilder 
ness like a flock. 

54 He brought them out 
safely, that they should not 
fear : and overwhelmed their 
enemies with the sea; 

55 And brought them within 

o 

the borders of, his sanctuary : 
even to his mountain, which 
he purchased with his right 
hand. 
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56 He cast out the heathen 
also before them : caused their 
land to be divided among them 
for an heritage, and made the 
tribes of Israel to dwell in their 
tents. 

57 So they tempted, and 
displeased the most high God : 
and kept not his testimonies; 

58 But turned their backs, 
and fell away like their fore 
fathers : starting aside like a 
broken bow. 



59 For they grieved him 
with their hill-altars : a:.d pro 
voked him to displeasure with 
their images. 

60 When God heard this, 
he was wroth : and took sore 
displeasure at Israel ; 

61 So that he forsook the 
tabernacle in Silo : even the 
tent that he had pitched among 
men. 

62 He delivered their power 
into captivity : and their beauty 
into the enemy s hand. 

%/ 

63 He gave his people over 
also unto the sword : and was 
wToth with his inheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their 
young men : and their maidens 
were not given to marriage. 

u5 Their priosts were slain 
with the sword : and there 
were no widows to make 
lamentation . 

66 So the Lord awaked as 
one out of sleep : and like 
a giant refreshed with wine. 

67 He smote his enemies in 
the hinder parts : and put 
them to a perpetual shame. 
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6s He refused the tabernacle 
of Joseph : and chose not the 
tribe of Ephraim ; 

69 But chose the tribe of 
Judah : even the hill of Sion, 
which he loved. 

70 And there he built his 
temple on high : and laid the 
foundation of it like the ground, 
which he hath made con 
tinually. 

71 He chose David also bis 
servant : and took him away 
from the sheepfolds. 

72 AS he was following the 
ewes great with young ones, 
he took him : that he might 
feed Jacob his people, and 
Israel his inheritance. 

7 3 So he fed them with 
a faithful and true heart : and 
ruled them prudently with all 
his power.

10 Wherefore do the hea 
then say : Where is now their 
God? 

11 O let the vengeance of

shed : be openly shewed upon 
the heathen in our sight. 

12 O let the sorrowful sigh 
ing of the prisoners come 
before thee : according to the 
greatness of thy power, pre 
serve thou those that are 
appointed to die. 

13 And for the blasphemy, 
wherewith our neighbours have 
blasphemed thee : reward thou 
them, O Lord, sevenfold into 
their bosom. 

14 So we that are thy 
people, and sheep of thy 
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pasture, shall give thee thanks 
for ever : and will alvvay be 
shewing forth thy praise from 
generation to generation.

HEAR, O thou Shepherd of 
Israel, thou that leadest Joseph 
like a sheep : shew thyself also, 
thou that sittest upon the che- 
rubims.

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hast scattered thine enemies

13 Thou hast made the 
north and the south : Tabor 
and Hermon shall rejoice in 
thy Name. 

14 Thou hast a mighty 
arm : strong is thy hand, and 
high is thy right hand. 

1 5 Righteousness and equity 
are the habitation of thy seat : 
mercy and truth shall go be 
fore thy face. 

16 Blessed is the people, 
O Lord, that can rejoice in 
thee : they shall walk in the 
light of thy countenance. 

17 Their delight shall be 
daily in thy Name : and in 
thy righteousness shall they 
make their boast. 

18 For thou art the glory 
of their strength : and in thy 
loving- kindness thou shalt lift 
up our horns.

42 Thou hast taken away 
the edge of his sword : and 
givest him not victory in the 
battle. 

43 Thou hast put out his 
glory : and cast his throne 
down to the ground. 

44 The days of his youth 
hast thou shortened : and 
covered him with dishonour. 

45 Lord, how long wilt thou 
hide thyself, for ever : and 
shall thy wrath burn like fire? 

46 O remember how short 
my time is : wherefore hast 
thou made all men for nought? 

47 What man is he that 
liveth, and shall not see death : 
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and shall he deliver his soul 
from the hand of hell? 

48 Lord, where are thy old 
loving-kindnesses : which thou 
swarest unto David in thy 
truth ? 

49 Remember, Lord, the 
rebuke that thy servants have : 
and how I do bear in my 
bosom the rebukes of many 
people ; 

50 Wherewith thine ene 
mies have blasphemed thee, 
and slandered the footsteps of 
thine Anointed : praised be the 
Lord for evermore. Amen, and 
Amen.

WHOSO dwelleth under the 
defence of the Most High :

2 I will say unto the Lord, 
Thou art my hope, and my 
strong hold : my God, in him 
will I trust. 

3 For he shall deliver thee 
from the snare of the hunter :

7 He shewed his ways unto 
Moses : his works unto the 
children of Israel. 

8 The Lord is full of com 
passion and rnercy : long-suf 
fering, and of great goodness. 

9 He will not alway be 
chiding : neither keepeth he 
his anger for ever. 

10 He hath not dealt with us 
after our sins : nor rewarded us 
according to our wickednesses. 

11 For look, how high the 
heaven is, in comparison of 
the earth : so great is his 
mercy also toward them that 
fear him. 

12 Look, how wide also the 
east is from the west : so far 
hath he set our sins from us. 

13 Yea, like as a father 
pitieth his own children : even 
so is the Lord merciful unto 
them that fear him. 

14 For he knoweth whereof 
we are made : he remembereth 
that we are but dust. 
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15 The days of man are 
but as grass : for he flourisheth 
as a flower of the field. 

16 For as soon as the wind 
goeth over it, it is gone : and 
the place thereof shall know 
it no more. 

17 But the merciful good 
ness of the Lord endureth for 
ever and ever upon them that 
fear him : and his righteous 
ness upon children s children ; 

18 Even upon such as keep 
his covenant : and think upon 
his commandments to do them. 

19 The Lord hath prepared 
his seat in heaven : and his 
kingdom ruleth over all. 

20 O praise the Lord, ye 
angels of his ; ye that excel 
in strength : ye that fulfil his 
commandment, and hearken 
unto the voice of his words. 

21 O praise the Lord, all 
ye his hosts : ye servants of 
his, that do his pleasure. 

22 O speak good of the 
Lord, all ye works of his, in 
all places of his dominion : 
praise thou the Lord, O my 
soul.

8 They go up as high as 
the hills, and down to the 
valleys beneath : even unto 
the place which thou hast 
appointed for them.

He bringeth forth grays

16 The trees of the Lord 
also are full of sap : even the 
cedars of Libanus, which he 
hath planted ;

18 The high hills are a 
refuge for the wild goats : and 
so are the stony rocks for the 
conies. 

19 He appointed the moon 
for certain seasons : and the 
sun knoweth his going down. 

20 Thou makest darkness, 
that it may be night : wherein 
all the beasts of the forest do 
move. 

21 The lions roaring after 
their prey : do seek their meat 
from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, and 
they get them away together : 
and lay them down in their 
dens. 

23 Man goeth forth to his 
work, and to his labour : until 
the evening. 

24 O Lord, how manifold 
are thy works : in wisdom hast 
thou made them all ; the earth 
is full of thy riches ! 

25 So is the great and wide 

sea also : wherein are things 
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creeping innumerable, both 
small and great beasts. 

26 There go the ships, and 
there is that Leviathan : whom 
thou hast made to take his 
pastime therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee : 
that thou mayest give them 
meat in due season. 

28 When thou givest it 
them, they gather it : and 
when thou openest thy hand, 
they are filled with good. 

29 When thou hidest thy 
face, they are troubled : when 
thou takest away their breath, 
they die, and are turned again 
to their dust.

31 The glorious Majesty of 
the Lord shall endure for ever : 
the Lord shall rejoice in his 
works. 

32 The earth shall tremble 
at the look of him : if he do 
but touch the hills, they shall 
smoke. 

33 I will sing unto the 
Lord, as long as I live : I will 
praise my God, while I have 
my being. 

34 And so shall my words 
please him : my joy shall be in 
the Lord. 

35 As for sinners, they shall 
be consumed out of the earth, 
and the ungodly shall come 
to an end : praise thou the 
Lord, O my soul, praise the 
Lord.

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a few of them : and they 
strangers in the land; 

13 What time as they went 
from one nation to another : 
from one kingdom to another 
people ; 

14 He suffered no man to 
do them wrong : but reproved 
even kings for their sakes; 

1 5 Touch not mine Anoint 
ed : and do my prophets no 
harm. 

16 Moreover he called for 
a dearth upon the land : and 
destroyed all the provision of 
bread. 

17 But he had sent a man 
before them : even Joseph, 
who was sold to be a bond 



servant ; 

18 Whose feet they hurt in 
the stocks : the iron entered 
into his soul; 

19 Until the time came that 
his cause was known : the 
word of the Lord tried him. 

20 The king sent, and de 
livered him : trie prince of the 
people let him go free. 

21 He made him lord also 
of his house : and ruler of all 
his substance ; 

22 That he might inform 
his princes after his will : and 
teach his senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into 
Egypt : and Jacob was a 
stranger in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his 
people exceedingly : and made 
them stronger than their ene 
mies ; 

25 Whose heart turned 
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that they hated his people : 
and dealt untruly with his 
servants. 

26 Then sent he Moses his 
servant : and Aaron whom he 
had chosen; 

27 And these shewed his 
tokens among them : and 
wonders in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and 
it was dark : and they were 
not obedient unto his word. 

29 He turned their waters 
into blood : and slew their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth 
frogs : yea, even in their king s 
chambers. 

31 He spake the word, and 
there came all manner of flies : 
and lice in all their quarters. 

32 He gave them hailstones 
for rain : and flames of fire in 
their land. 

33 He smote their vines 
also and fig-trees : and de 
stroyed the trees that were in 
their coasts. 

34 He spake the word, and 
the grasshoppers came, and 
caterpillars innumerable : and 
did eat up all the grass in their 
land, and devoured the fruit of 
their ground. 

35 He smote all the first 
born in their land : even the 
chief of all their strength. 

36 He brought them forth 
also with silver and gold : there 
was not one feeble person 
among their tribes. 

37 Egypt was glad at their 
departing : for they were afraid 
pf them. 
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38 He spread out a cloud 
to be a covering : and fire to 
give light in the night-season. 

39 At their desire he brought 
quails : and he filled them with 
the bread of heaven. 

40 He opened the rock of 
stone, and the waters flowed 
out : so that rivers ran in the 
dry places. 

41 For why? he remem 
bered his holy promise : and 
Abraham his servant. 

42 And he brought forth his

people with joy : and his 
chosen with gladness; 

43 And gave them the lands 
of the heathen : and they took 
the labours of the people in 
possession ; 

44 That they might keep 
his statutes : and observe his 
laws.

4 Remember me, O Lord, 
according to the favour that

thou bearest unto thy people : 
O visit me with thy salvation ! 

5 That I may see the felicity 
of thy chosen : and rejoice in 
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the gladness of thy people, and 
give thanks with thine inheri 
tance. 

6 We have sinned with our 
fathers : we have done amiss, 
and dealt wickedly. 

7 Our fathers regarded not 
thy wonders in Egypt, neither 
kept they thy great goodness 
in remembrance : but were dis 
obedient at the sea, even at 
the Red Sea. 

8 Nevertheless, he helped 
them for his Name s sake : 
that he might make his power 
to be known. 

9 He rebuked the Red Sea 
alse, and it was dried up : so 
he led them through the deep, 
as through a wilderness; 

10 And he saved them from 
the adversaries hand : and de 
livered them from the hand of 
the enemy. 

1 1 As for those that troubled 
them, the waters overwhelmed 
them : there was not one of 
them left. 

12 Then believed they his 
words : and sang praiso unto him . 

13 But within a while they 
forgat his works : and would 
not abide his counsel; 

14 But lust came upon 
them in the wilderness : and 
they tempted God in the desert. 

15 And he gave them their 
desire : and sent leanness withal 
into their soul. 

16 They angered Moses 
also in the tents : and Aaron, 
the saint of the Lord. 

1 7 So the earth opened, and 
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swallowed up Dathan : and 
covered the congregation of 
Abiram. 

18 And the fire was kindled 
in their company : the flame 
burnt up the ungodly. 

19 They made a calf in 
Horeb : and worshipped the 
molten image. 

20 Thus they turned their 
glory : into the similitude of 
a calf that eateth hay. 

21 And they forgat God 
their Saviour : who had done 
so great things in Egypt; 

22 Wondrous works in the 
land of Ham : and fearful 
things by the Red Sea. 

23 So he said, he would 
have destroyed them, had not 
Moses, his chosen, stood before 
him in the gap : to turn away 
his wrathful indignation, lest he 
should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they thought scorn 
of that pleasant land : and gave 
no credence unto his word; 

25 But murmured in their 
tents : and hearkened not unto 
the voice of the Lord. 

26 Then lift he up his hand 
against them : to overthrow 
them in the wilderness; 

27 To cast out their seed 
among the nations : and to 
scatter them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves 
unto Baal-peor : and ate the 
offerings of the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him 
to anger with their own inven 
tions : and the plague was 

i 
great among them. 
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30 Then stood up Phinees, 
and prayed : and so the plague 
ceased. 

31 And that was counted 
unto him for righteousness : 
among all posterities for ever 
more. 

32 They angered him also 
at the waters of strife : so that 
he punished Moses for their 
sakes. 

33 Because they provoked 
his spirit : so that he spake 
unadvisedly with his lips. 

34 Neither destroyed they 
the heathen : as the Lord com 
manded them; 

35 But were mingled among 
the heathen : and learned their 
works. 

36 Insomuch that they wor 
shipped their idols, which 
turned to their own decay : 
yea, they offered their sons 
and their daughters unto devils ; 

37 And shed innocent blood, 
even the blood of their sons 
and of their daughters : whom 
they offered unto the idols of 
Canaan, and the land was de 
filed with blood. 

38 Thus were they stained 
with their own works : and 
went a whoring with their own 
inventions. 

39 Therefore was the wrath 
of the Lord kindled against his 
people : insomuch that he ab 
horred his own inheritance. 

40 And he gave them over 
into the hand of the heathen : 
and they, that hated them, 
were lords over them. 
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41 Their enemies oppressed 
them : and had them in sub 
jection. 

42 Many a time did he 
deliver them : but they rebelled 
against him with their own 
inventions, and were brought 
down in their wickedness. 

43 Nevertheless, when he 
saw their adversity : he heard 
their complaint. 

44 He thought upon his 
covenant, and pitied them 
according unto the multitude 
of his mercies : yea, he made 
all those, that led them away 
captive, to pity them. 

45 Deliver us, O Lord our 
God, and gather us from among 
the heathen : that we may 
give thanks unto thy holy 
Name, and make our boast of 
thy praise. 

46 Blessed be the Lord God 
of Israel from everlasting, and 
world without end : and let all 
the people say, Amen.

1 5 O that men would there 
fore praise the Lord for his 
goodness : and declare the 
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wonders that he doeth for the 
children of men ! 

16 For he hath broken the 
gates of brass : and smitten 
the bars of iron in sunder. 

17 Foolish men are plagued 
for their offence : and because 
of their wickedness. 

18 Their soul abhorred all 
manner of meat : and they 
were even hard at death s door. 

19 So when they cried unto 
the Lord in their trouble : he 
delivered them out of their 
distress. 

20 He sent his word, and 
healed them : and they were 
saved from their destruction. 

2 1 O that men would there 
fore praise the Lord for his 
goodness : and declare the 
wonders that he doeth for the 
children of men ! 

22 That they would offer 
unto him the sacrifice of 
thanksgiving : and tell out 
his works with gladness! 

23 They that go down to the 
sea in ships : and occupy their 
business in great waters; 

24 These men see the works 
of the Lord : and his wonders 
in the deep. 

25 For at his word the 
stormy wind ariseth : which 
lifteth up the waves thereof. 

26 They are carried up to 
the heaven, and down again to 
the deep : their soul melteth 
away because of the trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, 
and stagger like a drunken 
man : and are at their wits end. 
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28 So when they cry unto 
the Lord in their trouble : he 
delivered* them out of their 
distress.

3 1 O that men would there 
fore praise the Lord for his 
goodness : and declare the 
wonders that he doeth for the 
children of men! 

32 That they would exalt 
him also in the congregation 
of the people : and praise him 
in the seat of the elders ! 

33 Who turneth the floods 
into a wilderness : and drieth 
up the water-springs. 

34 A fruitful land maketh 
he barren : for the wickedness 
of them that dwell therein. 

35 Again, he maketh the 
wilderness a standing water : 
and water-springs of a dry 
gro*und. 

36 And there he setteth the 
hungry : that they may build 
them a city to dwell in ; 

37 That they may sow their 
land, and plant vineyards : 
to yield them fruits of in 
crease. 

38 He blesseth them so, that 
they multiply exceedingly : and 
suffereth not their cattle to de 
crease.

rl OLD not thy tongue, O God 
of my praise : for the mouth 
of the ungodly, yea, the mouth 
of the deceitful is opened upon 
me.

A Form of Prayer with Thanksgiving, to be used Yearly upon the Fifth Day of 
November ; for the happy deliverance of King JAMES I. and the Three Estates of 
England, from the most traitorous and- bloody intended Massacre by Gunpowder: 
and also for the happy Arrival of his Majesty King WILLIAM on this Day, for the 
Deliverance of our Church and Nation. 



The Minister of every Parish shall give warning to his Parishioners publickly in the 
Church, at Morning Prayer the Sunday before, for the due Observation of the said 
Day. And after Morning Prayer, or Preaching, upon the said Fifth Day of 
November, shall read publickly, distinctly, and plainly, the Act of Parliament, made 
in the third Year of King James the First, for the observation of it. 

The Service shall be the same with the usual Office for Holy-Days in all things ; except 
where it is hereafter otherzcise appointed.

RESTORATION OF THE ROYAL FAMILY. 

A Form of Prayer with Thanksgiving to Almighty God, for having put an end to the 
Great Rebellion, hy the Restitution of the King and Royal Family, and the Re 
storation of the Government after many Years interruption : which unspeakable 
Mercies were wonderfully completed upon the Twenty-ninth o-f May, in the Year 
1660. And in Memory thereof, that Day in every Year is, by Act of Parliament, 
appointed to be for ever kept holy. 



The Act of Parliament wade in the Twelfth, end confirmed in the Thirteenth Year of 
King CHARLES the Second, for the Observation of the Twenty-ninth Day.of May, 
yearly, as a Day of public Thanksgiving, is to be read publicly in all Churches at 
Morning Prayer, immediately after the Nicene Creed, on the Lord s Day next before 
ry such Twenty-ninth of May, and notice shall be given for the due Observation of 
the said Day. 

The Sen- ice shall be the same with the usual Office for Holy-Days ; except where it is 
in this Office otherwise appointed. 

If this Day shall happen to be Ascension-Day, or Whit-Sunday, the Collects of this Office 
are to be added to the Offices of those Festivals in their proper places; if it he Monday 
or Tuesday in Whitsun-week, or Trinity-Sunday, the Proper Psalms appointed for 
this Dai/, instead of those of ordinary course, shall be also used, and the Collects added 
as before: and in all these cases the rest of this Office shall be omitted; but if it shall 
luumen to be any other Sunday, this whole Office shall be used, as it folioweth, entirely. 
And what Festival soever shall happen to fall upon this solemn Day of Thanksgiving, 
the following Hymn, appointed instead of Venite exultemus, shall be constantly used.

HIS MAJESTY S DECLARATION. 

" T3EING by God s Ordinance, according to Our just Title, Defender of the Faith, and 
" -D Su}treme Governor fthe Churchy within these Our Dominions, We hold it most agree- 
" able to this Our Kingly Office, and Our own religious Zeal, to conserve and maintain the 
t( Church committed to Our Charge, in Unity of true Religion, and in the Bond of Peace ; 
" and not to suffer unnecessary Disputations, Altercations, or Questions to be raised, which 
44 may nourish Faction both.in the Church and Commonwealth. We have therefore, upon 
" mature deliberation, and with the advice of so many of Our Bishops as might conveniently 
" be called together, thought fit to make this Declaration following : 

u That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been allowed and authorized 
" heretofore, and which Our Clergy generally have subscribed unto), do contain the true 
" Doctrine of the Church of England agreeable to God s Word : which We do therefore 
" ratify and confirm, requiring all Our loving Subjects to continue in the uniform profession 
" thereof, and prohibiting the least difference from the said Articles ; which to that end 
" We command to be new printed, and this Our Declaration to be published therewith. 

" That We are supreme Governor of the Church of England: And that if any Difference 
" arise about the external Policy, concerning the Injunctions, Cuwo/w, and other Consti- 
" tut ions whatsoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convocation is to order and 
" settle them, having first obtained leave under Our Broad Seal so to do: and We approving 
* their said Ordinances and Constitutions; providing that uone be made contrary to the 
" Laws and Customs of the Land. 

" That out of Our Princely Care that the Churchmen may do the Work which is proper 
" ttnto them, the Bishops and Clergy, from time to time in Convocation, upon their humble 
" Desire, shall have Licence under Our Broad Seal to deliberate of, and to do all such 
" things, as being made plain by them, and assented unto by Us, shall concern the 
" settled Continuance of the Doctrine and Discipline of the Church of England now esta- 
** blished ; from which We will not endure any varying or departing in the least degree. 

" That for the present, though some Differences have been ill raised, yet We take com- 
" fort in this, that all Clergymen within Our Realm have always most willingly subscribed 
" to the Articles established; which is an Argument to Us, that they all agree in the true, 
" usual, literal meaning of the said Articles ; and that even in those curious Points, in which 
" the present Differences lie, Men of all sorts take the Articles of the Church of England 
" to be for them ; which is an Argument again, that uone of them intend any desertion of 
" the Articles established. 

" That therefore in these both curious and unhappy Differences, which have for so many 
* hundred Years, in different times and places, exercised the Church of Christ, We will, 
" that all further curious Search be laid aside, and these Disputes shut up in God s Pro- 
" mises, as they be generally set forth to us in the holy Scriptures, and the general meaning 
" of the Articles of the Church of England according to them. And that no man hereafter 
either print, or preach, to draw the Article aside any way, but shall submit to it in 
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" the plain and full meaning thereof ; and shall not put his own sense or comment to be the 
" meaning of the Article, but shall take it in the literal and {grammatical sense. 

" That if any public Reader in either of Onr Universities, or any Head or Master of 
" a College, or any other person respectively in either of them, shall affix any new sense to 
K any Article, or shall publicly read, determine, or hold any public Disputation, or suffer 
" any such to be held either way, in either the Universities or Colleges respectively ; or if 
" any Divine in the Universities shall preach or print any thing either way, other than is 
" already established in Convocation with Our Royal Assent; he, or they the Offenders, 
" shall be liable to Our Displeasure, and the Church s Censure in Our Commission Eccle- 
" siastical, as well as any other: And We will see there shall be due Execution upon them."

I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 

THERE is but one living and true 
God, everlasting, without body 
parts, or passions ; of infinite power, 
wisdom, and goodness ; the Maker 
and Preserver of all things, both 
visible and invisible. And in unity of 
this Godhead there be three Persons, 
of one substance, power, and eternity : 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost. 

II. Of the Word, or Son of God, which was 
made -eery Man. 

THE Son, which is the Word of 
the Father, begotten from ever 
lasting of the Father, the very and 
eternal God, and of one substance 
with the Father, took Man s nature in 
the womb of the blessed Virgin, of 
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Of the Authority of General Councils.

AS Christ died for us, and was 
buried ; so also is it to be be 
lieved, that he went down into Hell.

CHRIST did truly rise again from 
death, and took again his body, 
with flesh, bones, and all tilings 
Aa 
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appertaining to the perfection of Man s 
nature, wherewith he ascended into 
rieaven, and there sitteth, until he re 
turn to judge all men at the last day. 



V. Of the Holy Ghost. 

THE Holy Ghost, proceeding from 
the Father and the Son, is of 
one substance, majesty, and glory 
with the Father and the Son, very 
and eternal God. 

VI. Of the Sufficiency of the Holy Scrip 
tures for Salvation. 

HOLY Scripture containeth all 
things necessary to salvation : 
so that whatsoever is not read therein, 
nor may be proved thereby, is not to 
be required of any man, that it should 
be believed as an Article of the Faith, 
or be thought requisite or necessary 
to salvation. In the name of the 
Holy Scripture we do understand 
those Canonical Books of the Old and 
New Testament, of whose authority 
was never any doubt in the Church.

All the Books of the New Testa 
ment, as they are commonly received, 
we do receive, and account them 
Canonical. 
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VII. Of the Old Testament. 

HE Old Testament is not con 
trary to the New ; for both in 
the Old and New Testament ever 
lasting life is offered to mankind by 
Christ, who is the only Mediator be 
tween God and Man, being both God 
and Man. Wherefore they are not to 
be heard, which feign that the old 
Fathers did look only for transitory 
promises. Although the Law given 
from God by Moses, as touching cere 
monies and rites, do not bind Christian 
men, nor the Civil precepts thereof 
ought of necessity to be received in 
any commonwealth; yet notwithstand 
ing, no Christian man whatsoever is free 
f rom the obedience of the Command 
ments which are called Moral. 

VIII. Of the Three Creeds. 

THE Three Creeds, Nicene Creed, 
Athanasius s Creed, and that 
which is commonly called the Apostles 
Creed, ought thoroughly to be re 
ceived and believed: for they may be 
proved by most certain warrants of 
holy Scripture. 

IX. Of Original, or Birth-Sin. 

ORIGINAL Sin standeth not in the 
following of Adam (as the Pe 
lagians do vainly talk) ; but it is the 
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fault and corruption of the nature of 
every man, that naturally is ingen- 
dered of the offspring of Adam, 
whereby man is very far gone from 
original righteousness, and is of his 
own nature inclined to evil, so that 
the tlesh lusteth always .contrary to 
the Spirit; and therefore in every 
pei son born into this world, it de- 
serveth God s wrath and damnation. 
And this kifection of nature doth 
remain, yea, in them that are rege 
nerated ; whereby the lust of the flesh, 
called in Greek &lt;J&gt;e&lt;j*&gt;? ( a, &lt;rax.os, which 
some do expound the wisdom, some 
sensuality, some the affection, some 
the desire of the flesh, is not subject 
to the law of God. And although 
there is no condemnation for them 
that believe and are baptized; yet 
the Apostle doth confess, that concu 
piscence and lust hath of itself the 
nature of sin. 

X. Of Tree-Will. 

THE condition of man, after the 
fall of Adam, is such, that he 
cannot turn and prepare himself by 
his own natural strength and good 
works to faith, and calling up HI God ; 
wherefore we have no power to do 
good works, pleasant and acceptable 
to God, without the grace of God by 
Christ preventing us, that we may 
have a good will, and v/orking with 
us, when we have that good will. 

XI. Of the Justification of Man. 

WE are accounted righteous be 
fore God, only for the merit 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
by faith ; and not for our own works 
or deservings. Wherefore, that we 
are justified by Faith only, is a most 
wholesome doctrine, and very full of 
comfort, as more largely is expressed 
in the Homily of Justification. 

XII. Of Good Works. 

ALBEIT that Good Works, which 
are the fruits of Faith, and 
follow after Justification, cannot put 
away our sins, and endure the seventy 
of God s judgement; yet are they 
pleasing and acceptable* to God in 
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Christ, and do spring out necessarily 
of a true and lively Faith ; insomuch 
that by them a lively Faith may be 
as evidently known, as a tree discerned 
by the fruit. 

XIII. Of Works before Justification. 

WORKS done before the grace 
of Christ, and the inspiration 
of his Spirit, are not pleasant to God, 
forasmuch as they spring not of Faith 
in Jesus Christ, neither do they make 
men meet to receive grace, or (as the 
School authors say) deserve grace of 
congruity : yea, rather for that they 
are not done as God hath willed and 
commanded them to be done, we 
doubt not but they have the nature 
of sin. 

XIV. Of Works of Supererogation. 

T VOLUNTARY Works, besides 
\ over and above God s Command 
ments, which they call \Vorks of Su 
pererogation, cannot be taught with 
out arrogancy and impiety : for by 
them men do declare, that they do 
not only render unto God as much as 
they are bound to do, but that they 
do more for his sake, than of bounden 
duty is required: whereas Christ saith 
plainly, When ye have done all that 
are commanded to you, say, We are 
unprofitable servants. 

XV. Of Christ alone without Sin, 

CHRIST in the truth of our nature, 
was made like unto us in all 
things, sin only except; from which 
he was clearly void, both in his flesh, 
and in his spirit. He came to be the 
Lamb without spot, who, by sacrifice 
of himself once made, should take 
away the sins of the world : and sin, 
as Saint John saith, was not in him. 
But all we the rest, although baptized, 
and born again in Christ, yet offend in 
many things ; and if we say we have 
no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us. 

XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. 

NOT every deadly sin willingly 
committed after Baptism is sin 
against the Holy Ghost, and uupar- 
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donable. Wherefore the grant of 
repentance is not to be denied to such 
as fall into sin after Baptism. After 
we have received the Holy Ghost, we 
may depart from grace given, and fall 
into sin ; and by the grace of God we 
may rise again, and amend our lives : 
and therefore they are to be con 
demned, which say, they can no more 
sin as long as they live here, or deny 
the place of forgiveness to such as 
truly repent. 

XVII. Of Predestination and Election. 

PREDESTINATION to life, is the 
everlasting purpose of God, where 
by, before the foundations of the world 
were laid, he hath constantly decreed 
by his counsel, secret to us, to deliver 
from curse and damnation those whom 
he hath chosen in Christ out of man 
kind, and to bring them by Christ to 
everlasting salvation, as vessels made 
to honour. Wherefore, they which 
be endued with so excellent a benefit 
of God, be called according to God s 
purpose by his Spirit working in due 
season: they through grace obey the 
calling: they be justified freely: they 
be made sons of God by adoption : 
they be made like the image of his 
only-begotten Son Jesus Christ : they 
walk religiously in good works, and 
at length, by God s mercy, they attain 
to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Pre 
destination and our Election in Christ 
is full of sweet, pleasant, and unspeak 
able comfort to godly persons, and 
such as feel in themselves the working 
of the Spirit of Christ, mortifying the 
works of the flesh and their earthly 
members, and drawing up their mind 
to high and heavenly things; as well 
because it doth greatly establish and 
confirm their faith of eternal sal 
vation, tq be enjoyed through Christ, 
as because it doth fervently kindle 
their love towards God; so, for 
curious and carnal persons, lacking 
the Spirit of Christ, to have con 
tinually before their eyes the sentence 
of God s Predestination, is a most 
dangerous downfall, whereby the Devil 
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doth thrust them either into despe 
ration, or into wretchlessness of most 
unclean living, no less perilous than 
desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God s 
promises in such wise, as the&gt; be 
generally set forth io us in holy Scrip 
ture : and in our doings, thai w ii of 
God is to be followed, which we .ve 
expressly declared unto us u the Word 
of God. 

XVIII. Of obf (fining F.tcnial Salration 
only hi/ the Name of Christ. 

r I MIEY also are to be had accursed, 
that presume to say, that every 
man shall be saved by the Law or 
Sect which he professeth, so that he 
be diligent to frame his life according 
to that law, and the liuht of nature. 
For holy Scripture doth set out unto 
us onlw the name of Jesus Christ, 

t 

whereby men must be saved. 

XIX. Of the Church. 

THE visible Church of Christ is 
a Congregation of faithful men, 
in the which the pure Word of God 
is preached, and the Sacraments be 
duly ministered according to Christ s 
ordinance, in all those things that of 
necessity are requisite to the same. 

As the Church of Hierusalem, Alex- 
andria, and Antioch, have erred; so 
also the Chu: ch of Rome hath erred ; 
not only in their living and manner 
of Ceremonies, but also in matters of 
Faith. 

XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 

THE Church hath power to decree 
Rites or Ceremonies and autho 
rity in Controversies of Faith : and yet 
it is not lawful for the Church to 
ordain any thing that is contrary to 
God s Word written : neither may it 
so expound one place of Scripture, that 
it be repugnant to another. Where 
fore, although the Church be a wit 
ness and a keeper of Holy Writ, yet 
as it ought not to decree any thing 
against the same ; so besides the same 
ought it not to enforce any thing to 
he believed for necessity of salvation. 



XXI. Of the Authority of General 
Councils. 

ENERAL Councils may not be 
gathered together without the 
commandment and will of Princes. 
And when they be gathered together, 
(forasmuch as they be an assembly of 
Men, whereof all be not governed 
with the Spirit and Word of God) 
they may err, and sometimes have 
erred, even in things pertaining unto 
God. Wherefore, things ordained by 
them as necessary to salvation, have

neither strength nor authority, unless 
it may be declared that they be taken 
out ot holy Scripture. 

XXII. Of Purgatory. 

THE Romish Doctrine concerning 
Purgatory, Pardons, Worshipping 
and Adoration, as well of Images as 
of Reliques, and also Invocation of 
Saints, is a fond thing, vainly invented, 
and grounded upon no warranty of 
Scripture, but rather repugnant to the 
Word of God. 



XXIII. Of Ministering in the Con 
gregation. 

IT is not lawful for any man to take 
upon him the Office of public 
preaching, or ministering the Sacra 
ments in the Congregation, before he 
be lawfully called, and sent to execute 
the same. And those we ought to 
judge lawfully called and sent, which 
be chosen and called to this work by 
men who have public authority given 
unto them in the congregation, to call 
and send Ministers into the Lord s 
vineyard. 

XXIV. Of speaking in the Congregation 
in such a Tongue as the People under- 
standeth. 

IT is a thing plainly repugnant to 
the Word of God, and the custom 
of the primitive Church, to have pub 
lic prayer in the Church, or to minister 
the Sacraments, in a tongue not un- 
derstanded of the people. 

XXV. Of the Sacraments. 

SACRAMENTS ordained of Christ, 
be not only badges or tokens of 
Christian men s profession : but rather 
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they be certain sure witnesses, and 
effectual signs of grace, and God s 
good will towards us, by the which 
he doth work invisibly in us, and 
doth not only quicken, but also 
strengthen and confirm our faith in 
him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained 
of Christ our Lord in the Gospel; that 
is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of 
the Lord. 

Those five, commonly called Sacra 
ments, that is to say, Confirmation, 
Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and ex 
treme Unction, are not to be counted 
for Sacraments of the Gospel, being 
such as have grown, partly of the cor 
rupt following of the Apostles, partly 
are states of life allowed in the Scrip 
tures : but yet have not like nature 
of Sacraments with Baptism, and the 
Lord s Supper, for that they have not 
any visible sign or ceremony ordained 
of God. 

The Sacraments were not ordained 
of Christ to be gazed upon, or to be 
carried about; but that we should 
duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same, they have 
a wholesome effect or operation : but. 
they that receive them unworthily, 
purchase to themselves damnation, as 
Saint Paul saith. 



XXVI. Of the Unworthiness of the Mi 
nisters, which hinders not the Effect of 
the Sacraments. 

\ LTHOUGH in the visible Church 
jrV the evil be ever mingled with 
the good, and sometimes the evil have 
chief authority in the ministration of 
the Word and Sacraments; yet foras 
much as they do not the same in their 
own name, but in Christ s, and do 
minister by his commission and autho 
rity, we may use their ministry, both 
in hearing the Word of God, and in 
receiving of the Sacraments. Neither 
is the effect of Christ s ordinance taken 
away by their wickedness, nor the grace 
of God s gifts diminished from such, 
as by faith, and rightly do receive 
the Sacraments ministered unto them; 
which be effectual because of Christ s 
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institution and promise, although they 
be ministered by evil men. 

Nevertheless, it appertained to the 
discipline of the Church, that inquiry 
be made of evil Ministers, and that they 
be accused by those that have know 
ledge of their offences; and finally, 
being found guilty, by just judgement 
be deposed. 

XXVII. Of Baptism. 

APTISM is not only a sign of 
profession, and mark of difference, 
whereby Christian men are discerned 
from others that be not christened ; 
but it is also a sign of Regeneration, 
or New Birth, whereby, as by an in- 
fctrument, they that receive Baptism 
rightly, are grafted into the Church ; 
the promises of the forgiveness of sin, 
and of our adoption to be the sons of 
God by the Holy Ghost, are visibly 
signed and sealed ; Faith is con 
firmed, and Grace increased by virtue 
of prayer unto God. The Baptism of 
young children is in any wise to be 
retained in the Church, as most agree 
able with the institution of Christ. 

XXVIH. Cf the Lord s Supper. 

THE Supper of the Lord is not only 
a sign of the love that Christians 
ought to have among themselves one 
to another; but rather is a Sacrament 
of our Redemption by Christ s death : 
insomuch that to such as rightly, wor- 
thilv, and with faith receive the same, 

v * 

the Bread which we break is a par 
taking of the Body of Christ; and 
likewise the Cup of Blessing is a par 
taking of the Blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation, (or the change 
of the substance of Bread and Wine) 
in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be 
proved by holy Writ ; but is repug 
nant to the plain words of Scripture, 
overthroweth the nature of a Sacra 
ment, and hath given occasion to many 
superstitions. 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, 
and eaten in the Supper, only after 
an heavenly and spiritual manner. 
And the mean vvherebv the Body of 

V v 
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Christ is received and eaten in the 
Supper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord s Sup 
per was not by Christ s ordinance 
reserved, carried about, lifted up, or 
worshipped. 

XXIX. Of the Wicked, which do not eat 
the Body of Christ in the Use of the 
Lord s Supper. 

THE wicked, and such as be void 
of a lively faith, although they 
do carnally and visibly press with their 
teeth (as Saint Augustine saith) the 
Sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
Christ ; yet in no wise are they par 
takers of Christ; but rather, to their 
condemnation, do eat and drink the 
sign or Sacrament of so great a thing. 

XXX. Of both Kinds. 

THE Cup of the Lord is not to bfr 
denied to the Lay-people : for 
both the parts of the Lord s Sacra 
ment, by Christ s ordinance and com 
mandment, ought to be ministered to 
all Christian men alike. 

XXXI. Of the one Oblation of Christ 
finished upon the Cross. 

THE offering of Christ once made, 
is that perfect Redemption, Pro 
pitiation, and Satisfaction for all the 
sins of the whole world, both original 
and actual; and there is none other 
satisfaction for sin, but that alone. 
Wherefore, the sacrifice of Masses, in 
the which it was commonly said, that 
the Priest did offer Christ for the quick 
and the dead, to have remission of 
pain or guilt, were blasphemous fables, 
and dangerous deceits. 
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XXXII. Of the Marriage of Priests. 

ISHOPS, Priests, and Deacons, 
are not commanded by God s 
Law, either to vow the estate of single 
life, or to abstain from marriage : 
therefore it is lawful for them, as for 
all other Christian men, to marry tit 
their own discretion, as they slia!{ 
judge the same to serve belter to 
godliness. 



XXXIII. Of excommunicate Persons, how 
they ere to be avoided. 

THAT Person, which by open de 
nunciation of the Church is rightly 
cut off from the unity of the Church, 
and excommunicated, ought to be 
taken of the whole multitude of the 
faithful, as an Heathen and Publican, 
until he be openly reconciled by pe- 
vance, and received into the Church by 
a Judge that hath authority thereunto. 

XXXIV. Of the Traditions of the Church. 

IT is not necessary that Traditions 
and Ceremonies be in all places 
one, and utterly like ; for at all times 
they have been diverse, and may be 
changed according to the diversities 
of countries, times, and men s man 
ners, so that nothing be ordained 
against God s Word. Whosoever, 
through his private judgement, will 
ingly and purposely doth openly break 
the traditions and ceremonies of the 
Church, which be not repugnant to 
the Word of God, and be ordained and 
approved by common authority, ought 
to be rebuked openly, (that others 
may fear to do the like) as he that 
offendeth against the common Order 
of the Church, and hurteth the autho 
rity of the magistrate, and woundeth 
the consciences of the weak brethren. 
Every particular or national Church 
hath authority to ordain, change, and 
abolish ceremonies or rites of the 
Church, ordained only by man s au 
thority, so that all things be done to 
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edifying. 

XXXV. Of the Homilies. 

THE Second Book of Homilies, the 
several titles whereof we have 
joined under this Article, doth con 
tain a godly and wholesome doctrine, 
and necessary for these times, as doth 
the former Book of Homilies, which 
were set forth in the time of Edward 
the Sixth; and therefore we judge 
them to be read in Churches by the 
.Ministers, diligently and distinctly, that 
they naay be understated of the 
people.

XXXVI. Of Consecration of Bishops and 
Ministers. 

THE Book of Consecration of Arch 
bishops and Bishops, and order 
ing of Priests and Deacons, lately set 
forth in the time of Edward the Sixth, 
and confirmed at the same time by 
authority of Parliament, doth contain 
all things necessary to such consecra 
tion and ordering : neither hath it 
any thing that of itself is superstitious 
and ungodly. And therefore who 
soever are consecrated or ordered 
according to the rites of that Book, 
since the second year of the forenamed 
King Edward, unto this time, or here 
after shall be consecrated or ordered 
according to the same rites; we de 
cree all such to be rightly, orderly, 
and lawfully consecrated and ordered. 

XXXVII. Of the Civil Magistrates. 

THE King s Majesty hath the chief 
power in this Realm of England, 
and other his dominions, unto whom 
the chief government of all estates of 
this Realm, whether they be eccle 
siastical or civil, in all causes doth 
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appertain; and is not, nor ought to 
be, subject to any foreign jurisdi* ion. 

Where we attribute to the King s 
Majesty the chief government, by 
which titles we understand the minds 
of some slanderous folks to be of 
fended, we give not our Princes tli 
ministering either of God s Word, or 
of the Sacraments; the which thing 
the Injunctions also lately set forth 
by Elizabeth our Queen, do most 
plainly testify : but that only prero 
gative, which we see to have been 
given always to all godly Princes in 
holy Scriptures by God himself; *hat 
is, that they should rule all estates 
and degrees committed to their charge 
by God, whether they be ecclesiastical 
or temporal, and restrain with the civil 
sword the stubborn and evil doers. 

The Bishop of Home hath no juris 
diction in this Realm of England. 

The Laws of the Reabu may punish 
Christian men with death for heinous 
and grievous offences. 

It is lawful for Christian men, at 



the commandment of the Magistrate, 
to wear weapons, and serve in the 
wars. 

XXXVIII. Of Christian Metis Goods, 
are not common. 



THE riches and goods of Christians 
are not common, as touching the 
right, title, and possession of the same, 
as certain Anabaptists do falsely boast. 
Notwithstanding, every man ought, of 
such things as he possesseth, liberally 
to give alms to the poor, according to 
his ability. 

XXXIX. Of a Christian Man s Oath. 

AS we confess that vain and rash 
swearing is forbidden Christian 
men by our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
James his Apostle ; so we judge that 
Christian Religion doth not prohibit, 
but that a man may swear when the 
Magistrate requireth, in a cause of faith 
and charity; so it be done according 
to the Prophet s teaching, in justice, 
judgement, and truth. 



THE RATIFICATION. 

THIS Book of Articles before rehearsed, is again approved, and allowed to be liolden and 
executed within the Realm, by the assent and consent of our Sovereign Lady ELIZABETH, 
by the Grace of God, of England, France,and Ireland, Queen, Defender of the Faith, &c. 
Which Articles were deliberately read and confirmed again by the Subscription of the hands 
of the Archbishops and Bishops of the Upper-House, and by the Subscription of the whole 
Clergy of the Nether-House in their Convocation, in the Year of our Lord 1571. 
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
